Moves for Theater Revival 


NEW YORK, May 10.—At the National 
Drama Conference, held from May 7 to 
May 10 under the auspices of the 
Church and Drama League of America 
at the Hotel McAlpin here, plans for a 
national organization, with headquarters 
in New York, were discussed and out- 
lined. The aim of the organization is 
to foster a renaissance of the American 
theater which is taking place thruout 
the country and to aid community thea 
ters, dramatic departments of wuMiver- 
sities and high schools, little theaters, 
civic and community theaters and all 
amateur theatrical ventures in their 
efforts to produce good drama; to en-

courage the establishment of more com- 
munity theaters, and to sponsor any 
recommended good plays. 

Dr. George Reid Andrews. executive 
director of the Church and Drama 
League, presided at the opening session, 
which was given over largely to a 
method of national organization and to 
a lengthy argument as to whether or 


not the word “church” in the name 
would be detrimental A vote as to 
whether or not “church” should be 


used in the league’s name resulted in a 

tie. and Mrs. Samuel F. Newton, ex-

Belasco Cup Is Awarded 
To Buffalo Studio Group 


NEW YORK, May 10.—Climaxing a 
week of little theater performances at 
the Waldorf Theater, where this year's 
annual tournament was held, the David 
Belasco cup was awarded Saturday night 
to the Studio Theater Players of Buffalo, 
N. Y., for their outstanding portrayal of 
the well-known Anatole France playlet, 
The Man Who Married a Dumbd Wife. 

Walter Hartwig, in charge of tourna- 
ment, made the presentation, along with 
other awards, which included $200 to the 
Buffalo group for the best published 
or unpublished playlet performed, and 
the same amount to the Paravent Play- 
ers of Providence with Marshall, by 


Ferenc Molnar, adjudged as the second 
best published or unpublished work en- 
tered. 

The two plays of the four in the 
finals receiving $200 each as Samuel 
French prizes for the best unpublished 
playlets, Seven Against One and Eyes. 

Twenty different groups were repre- 
sented in the week's tournament. On 
Friday night honorable mention was 
given to Genevieve Ryan for her excel- 
lent performance in Sun Up; for Clare 
Kummer's play, So’s Your Old Antique, 
acted by the Salon Players, Jackson 
Heights, N. Y.. and The Sister’s Tragedy, 
done by Henry Street Settlement Players. 


NEW YORK, May 12—Following the 
fai:ure of Governor Franklin D. Roose- 
velt to sign the Post Bill to amend the 
Wales Padlock Law, Actors’ Equity and 
American Arbitration Association officials 
are functioning to provide an adequate 
automatic censorship of the stage in an 
effort to prevent legislation next fall to 
provide a New York Board of Stage 
Censorship. The first move will be to 
incorporate a clause into Equity con- 
tracts which in effect will render legal 
censorship of the stage unnecessary. The 
clause will provide that if a play is pro- 
claimed “indecent” and the producer 
arrested the actors must automatically 
leave the cast. 

This will be strengthened by a pro- 
posed censorship body composed of a 
board especially created to investigate 
all legitimate plays opening on Broad- 
way to determine whether or not they 
are offensive to public morals If the 
board deems any play unfit for public 
consumption the probability is that the 
Actors’ Equity and American Arbitra- 
tion Association can automatically bring 
about the play’s closing without the aid 
of the police. 

The plan, now being worked out, will 
be submitted to the district attorney for

Interstate Chain 


Bought by RKO 


NEW YORK, May 12. — RKO has 
bought the Interstate Circuit, according 
to an announcement issued to The 
Billboard today by President Hiram S 
Brown. Karl Hoblitzelle, president of 
the Interstate, will remain in an ad- 
ministrative capacity over the southern 
string of houses, according to Brown. 
Altho Brown refused to make known the 


amount paid for the chain, he said the 
deal had been consummated “as of 
May 1.” In negotiations thought to 


have been closed with Fox earlier in 
the season for the turnover of Inter- 
state, provisions were also made for 
Hoblitzelle to remain as head of the 
string.

Compromise Under Way 


Frank Gillmore classifies agent question as “economic 


evil’ —but move on to bring agreement between actors’ 
body and agents’ group—decision this week | 


NEW YORK. May 12.—Classed as a move to relieve the present unemployment 
situation existing in the ranks of actors, the Actors’ Equity Association executives 


will meet 
resenting Arthur 
M. S. Bentham,

Altho Frank Gillmore, president, and 
other Equity officials are reported not 
satisfied with the proposed change in 
policy regulating commissions and con- 
tracts between agents and actors, it is 
reported that Equity will compromise 
on the plan submitted by Julius Kendler, 
attorney for Arthur Lyons, in order to 
relieve economic tension existing in the 
legitimate theater. 

Gillmore states that the agency situa- 
tion in certain phases is a “great evil 
that ought to be thoroly investigated, 
and economic conditions in the theater 
are bad enough without imposing addi- 
tional financial burdens upon the 
actors.” 

The plan presently under considera- 
tion is a modification of an origina! pre- 
viously discussed by agents’ representa- 
tives and the executives of Actors’ 
Equity. It is classified by Gillmore as a 
compromise between both Equity and 
the agents involved. 

Agents were previously limited to 5 
per cent commission for 10 weeks, but 
under the proposed plan will be entitled 
to commission for 20 weeks if the salary 
in question exceeds $125. On a salary 
exceeding $250 for dramatic productions 
the agents will be allowed a run-of-the- 
play commission of 5 per cent, and 10 
per cent on musical productions. Al! 
licenses granted by Equity to agents 
will probably be irrevokable over a cer- 
tain time period, and if difficulties arise 
they will be taken before the American 
Board of Arbitrations for settlement.

To Prevent Censorship Law

New “Indecent Play” clause for Actors’ Equity contracts 
—police and district attorney will be asked to co-operate 
—move to effect stage censorship minus State law

approval in order that the actors in any 
play that might be deemed questionable 
from a moral point of view will not be 
submitted to arrest at the hands of the 
police. It ts contended that the proposed 
board to censor legitimate attractions 
will be composed of representative 
citizens ahd people familiar with the 
drama, but that the identity of board 
members will be kept secret. 

If Assemblyman Langdon W. Post is 
re-elected jn November he will bring a 
revised version of his bill to amend the 
Wales Padlock Law before the State 
Legislature feantime the new move to 
prevent the arrest of actors in connec- 
tion with plays judged “indecent” is 
expected to reach the hands of the Ac- 
tors’ Equity executive council this week. 

The objéct of the latest move against 
the Wales Padlock Law has a double 
intent It will, in most instances, re- 
lieve the actor of responsibility in the 
production of questionable plays and 
simultaneously convince reform bodies 
that the theater in general is anxious to 
effect a self-censorship rather than sub- 
mit to a legal censorship. 

It is contended that a legal censorship 
here would doubtless result in a nation- 
wide censorship of the stage parallel] to 
that now imposed upon motion pictures. 

The revision of the Equity contract to 
include the clause dealing with ques- 
tionable plays will pave the way for a 
censorship of the stage that will function 
almost automatically, provided police au- 
thorities wll consent to allow an arbitra- 
tion board to take primary action. 

Dr. George Reid Andrews, executive 
director @f the Church and Drama 
League of, America, declared this week 
that any ¢censorship must have legal 
enforcement, but that such action might 
endanger the social structure generally.

to the alleged failure of backers to 
meet the obligations of the produc- 
tion.

Howard had asked the cast to 
take a 25 per cent cut and this had been 
agreed upon, but when the Shuberts 
asked for a certified check for rent of the 
theater Howard balked and decided to 
close at the end of this week. 

Howard has written a new play, My 
Girl, and has arranged with Ralph T. 
Kettering, Western manager for A H. 
Woods, to present the play at the Adel- 
phi Theater, starting May 25. Strictly 
Dishonorable ends a long and profitable 
run at the Adelphi May 24. 

Howard played in hard luck with his 
Time, Place and Girl revival. The Shu- 
berts switched his opening from the 
Garrick to the Harris in order to allow 
pictures to continue at the former house, 
and in addition Howard’s play opened 
the same week as seven others.

NEW YORK, May 10.—Broadway’s lik- 
ing for Green Pastures, the first all- 
Negro show since Porgy to prove a box- 
office attraction, has led many produc- 
ers to sponsor plays or musicals with all- 
Negro or mixed casts for the coming 
eason Two Negro musical shows are 
ow in rehearsal for Broadway produc- 
tion. The first, which is slated to open 
here early in June, is a musical comedy 
tentatively entitled Mr. Mammy Man, 
with music and lyrics by J. C. Johnson 
and book by Garland Howard. Howard, 
Hamtree Harrington and Isabell Wash- 
ington will head the cast. 

Helen Menken, who recently closed in 
The Infinite Shoeblack, is playing the 
lead in Lily White, S. John Park's dra- 
ma, with a supporting cast of 40 Negroes, 
which the Shuberts will bring to Broad- 
way May 26. 

Two of the dramatizations of Julia 
Peterkin’s novels, one of which won the 
Pulitzer Prize, are scheduled for produc- 
tion in the fall. The prize winner, Scar- 
let Sister Mary, dramatized by Daniel 
Reed, will be seen on Broadway with 
Ethel Barrymore playing the leading 
role. Arthur Hopkins is known to pos- 
sess an option on Reed’s dramatization 
of Mrs. Peterkin’s Black April, which 
calls for a mammoth all-Negro cast. At 
one time it was reported that Paul 
Robeson would play the part of April, 
the domineering plantation overseer 

Robeson is now reported to be slated 
for Othello both on Broadway and in 
London. Reports from London indicate 
the Negro baritone will be seen in the 
Shakespearean tragedy there which 
Maurice Browne, a former Chicago the- 
ater man whose production of Journey’s 
End placed him in the forefront of 
British producers, will present this 
month. Jed Harris, who sailed recently 
for England, is said to have gone to Lon- 
don to engage Robeson for the same role 
in the revival he plans for Next winter, 
in which Lillian Gish and Osgood Per- 
kins, now playing in Harris’ Uncle Vanya, 
are due to appear as Desdemona and 
Tago. 

Completing the list of Negro produc- 
tions is the second edition of Black- 
birds, with Miller and Lyles, which Lew 
Leslie will sponsor in September.

acting as chairman, declined to cast the 
deciding vote. 

Walter Prichard Eaton, dramatic critic 
and author, contended that the word 
“church” might be harmful. 

During his speech Eaton assailed the 
commercial theater, stating that “the 
drama and the theater is dead,” and ad- 
vised the committee representatives to 
“ignore the commercia] theater as it has 
been organized in the past and organize 
in communities thruout the country 
theaters run as we want them to be 
run.” 

Attacking the New York play pro- 
ducers, Eaton said: “These producers 
are zoing to send you the kind of plays 
that they happen to have on hand to 
send you whether you like them or not, 
and they are terrible—not bad in the 
Comstockian sense, but terrible, awful 
plays.” 

Roland Holt. writer and critic, con- 
tradicted Eaton's statement, saying that 
he could name at least 10 Broadway 
plays that were well worth attending 

In a speech on Thursday Kenneth 
Macgowan stated that he hoped this 
summer to see the league completely or 
ganized, with main offices in New York 
and with some of the local councils 
functioning in other cities. This cen- 
tral office, Macgowan explained, could 
be maintained on a first year’s budget 
of only $9,300, and he added that Otto 
H. Kahn had pledged $2,500 toward a 
fund. The speaker further stated the 
necessity of raising the balance of 
$6,800 before the organization plans 
could be put into operation, and 
mentioning that he had reason to be- 
lieve that if this tota] amount could be 
obtained the league could obtain be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000 from large 
national! foundations. For the first year 
the little theaters would be asked to 
pay a membership of $10 

Macgowan announced that the board 
of managers of the Theater Guild had 
voted to contribute $1,000 to fund for 
financing new national organization of 
Church and Drama League. 

During a discussion of the profes- 
sional theater Dr. Andrews was asked 
what sort of play he felt might be 
censored by the Church and Drama 
League. His reply was, in effect. any 
play which tended to glorify acts or 
conditions destructive to social ideals. 

At a luncheon held Friday, May 9, at 
the Hotel Astor, during which Rev. Dr. 
S. Parkes Cadman presided, the need for 
the unity of the church and drama was 
discussed 

“The church and drama must stand 
together lest, perchance, they die to- 
gether,” stated the Rev. Dr. Ralph W. 
Sockman, pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Methodist Church and president of the 


Greater New York Federation of 
Churches. 
Dr. Cadman made several. short 


speeches, and the Rev. William J. Dono- 
hue, chaplain of the Catholic Actors’ 
Guild and representative of Cardinal! 
Hayes at the meeting, urged co-operative 
effort of all creeds in the endeavor to 
preserve the drama.

Litigation continues — 
plans under way for next 
season—line up stars 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Despite heavy 
litigation in the courts of New York and 
Massachusetts, the Erlanger enterprises 
are moving toward renewed activity in 
the theater during the coming season. 
The Erlanger Amusement Enterprise re- 
cently sought to negotiate for control 
of the Palace Theater in Chicago with 
the object of utilizing it as a legitimate 
house. The Palace is the only straight 
vaudeville house in the country in ad- 
dition to the Palace here. It is probable 
that the Erlanger enterprises will erect 
a new house in Chicago as soon as pres- 
ent legal tangles are straightened out. 

Saul J. Baron has been appointed 
temporary administrator of the $75,000,- 
000 estate left by the late Abraham L. 
Erlanger, and the New York courts have 
denied a jury trial of Charlotte Fixel's 
status as the late theatrical magnate’s 
common-law wife. 

George E. Wintz, producer of road- 
show attractions, will book approximate. 
ly 10 shows over the Erlanger Circuit 
and the newly formed Auditorium Cir- 
cuit within the next few weeks. Wintz 
plans a road-show revue to be sent out 
at°$3 top, which he believes will be the 
prevailing price for road shows next sea- 
son. 

The Erlanger interests on Broadway 
are lining up stars, plays and directors 
for next season with Charles B. Dilling 
ham slated to be active production head 
under the supervision of Mitchell L. Er- 
langer, brother of the late A. L. Erlanger. 


Dancer Wins Claim 


BOSTON, May 10.—A jury in the 
Federal Court here awarded Evelyn Elis- 
more, Providence dancer, damages of 
$75,000 for a broken neck suffered in a 
fall from a staging during a perform- 
ance of Earl Carroll's Fioretta at the 
Tremont Theater last’ November. Suit 
was against the Erlanger Theater Cor- 
poration alleging neglect on the part of 
an employee According to the plain- 
tiff. a piece of machinery was removed 
while she was preparing to descend from 
a platform, causing her fall. She played 
the show thru and another before col 
lapsing. The atlas bone was fractured, 
according to the testimony of Dr. Abra- 
ham Myerson, an accident which in- 
variably results in death. Miss Elismore 
is obliged to wear a heavy leather jacket 
encasing the upper portion of her body. 
It is claimed that a sudden jolt or the 
violent shaking of her head would re- 
sult in immediate death. She sued for 
#250,000.

as you can well imagine, the whole 
ridiculous tangle is set to right in the 
end and Rhoda Wampus gets her man. 

The highly false foundation upon 
which Playwright Forrest has set about 
building a play is thrown more than 
slightly out of line by the fact that he 
asks the auditors to believe that a new 
clergyman and his entire family could 
move into a former bawdy house with- 
out the very sparrows and every blade 
of grass in the village being set trembling 
by the shock the news had caused. In- 
stead of this more natural trend of 
events, the playwright asks us to believe 
that even the highest churchman in the 
territory was under the impression that 
Madam So-and-So’s place had been re- 
opened for business purposes and there- 
upon came down to Pinkney road to offer 
salvation to the new madam and her 
girls. The circumstance that he failed 
to distinguish between the wife and 
daughters of a fellow clergyman and the 
supposed madam and her sugar plums 
reveals that Forrest is not the play- 
wright he ought to be since he relies 
upon values so false that they reek 
with an air of insufficient developmnet. 

The acting company is particularly 
good. Despite a ridiculous characteriza- 
tion in the person of the Mrs. Wampus 
provided by Playwright Forrest, Cecilia 
Loftus contributes a splendid perform- 
ance. Had she been given more to work 
with she would have walked off with 
the play entirely. At the moment Miss 
Sidney Fox is walking off with all the 
honors as Rhoda Wampus, seconded by 
Rex O'Malley, as the young man in 
question 

Excellent performances are volunteered 
by A. P. Kaye, Edward Cooper, Ruby 
Hallier, Ferdinand Gottschalk, Valerie 
Cossart, Patricia Calvert, Edward Broad- 
ley, John M. Troughton, Harry McNaugh- 
ton and Hugh Buckler. Walter Plinge 
and Ronald Dexter are seen in minor 
roles. 

It is a great pity that George Choos 
and Jack Donahue, who sponsored Lost 
Sheep, couldn't have done something to 
persuade Playwright Forrest to do a bit 
more playwrighting on this particular 
play, as well as suggest that Director 
Gering direct it as the farce-comedy it 
is rather than as the polite comedy it 
is not, CHARLES CROUCH.

The summer 1930 offering of John 
Golden ts Ada Beats the Drum, a sort of 
Mr. and Mrs. Anybody American abroad 
by John Kirkpatrick, staged and revised 
by Geoffrey Kerr, and it is a downright 
splendid little show in spite of the fact 
that it is about the dullest sort of 
Americans in general. 

The action of the play takes place in 
the Villa Dolores, in the southwest of 
France, where Mr. and Mrs. Hubbard, 
from somewhere in Illinois, have brought 
their daughter Leila for cultural reasons. 
Father Hubbard is bored to death with 
his surroundings. Mother Hubbard is 
looking in almost every cupboard in the 
hope of finding a continental or two who 
might lend the European atmosphere to 
the Hubbards’ Villa Dolores. 

The piece tends toward sophistication 
and is a genuine satire on. the American 
idea of overnight culture to be gained by 
splashing about the European watering 
places. That is, it is satire when it ts 
not broad farce. On the whole it affords 
a dea] of genuine amusement for Ameri- 
cans who can laugh a‘ themselves. 

At any rate, it is not the Hubbards 
who are from Illinols at all, but “Bow- 
Tie”, as he ts affectionately designated 
by Daughter Hubbard. Bow-Tie is the 
young man from Tilinois who beats the 
bass drum in the jazz band at the 


Casino, and DMaughter 
gets him for her man 

So the sum total of Mr. and Mrs. Hub. 
bard abroad is that they return post- 
haste to Paterson. N. J.. leaving Europe 
to the Europeans. Mother Hubbard has 
learned that all that scintillates is not 
continental, and Father Hubbard had 
no use for the continent anyway 

Mary Boland is the Ada Hubbard who 
beats the drum of continental ballyhop 
with a deal of talent for making rather 
inane dialog appear clever. The play 
depends upon Miss Boland who more 
than lives up to its demands. 

An adequate supporting cast includes 
Nydia Westman as Daughter Hubbard, 
George W. Barbier as Father Hubbard: 
Frank Charlton as Mr. Simms, a fellow- 
American abroad: Louza Riane, as a 
French maid who can speak no Eng- 
lish, Edgar Stehli as a centleman of 
the church: Hal Thompson as “Bow- 
Tie”; Natalie Schafer, Marcel Rousseau 
and Jules Epailly as continentals with- 
out a country. and August Aramini and 
N. Gelikhovsky as the gendarmes so 
necessary to the plot of any play dealing 
with Americans abroad. 

Natalie Schafer is especially good 
as one of those ladies who do not care 
about anything very much except writ- 
ing poetry. Her work will bear watch- 
ing for it is evident that she has an un- 
common amount of ability that should 
be given expression in a leading role. 

Geoffrey Kerr’s direction is smooth 
and well-timed. The one setting, by 
Cirker & Robbins, is adequate, tho com- 
monplace. The play, as a whole, offers 
an opportunity for a great deal of laugh- 
ter. It has sophistication, wit and some 
satire, and it offers anyone an oppor- 
tunity to watch Mary Boland’s comedy 
antics, which are well worth watching 
indeed. CHARLES CROUCH.

The 
moment this news made the rounds, it 
was whispered that Jack Allen, booker 
cf the junicr wing, would also be ousted 
shortly. Allen was appointed to his 
post last Labor Day by Leo. 

The same situation holds for all Leo 
appointees in the executive offices of the 
Fox Metropolitan Playhouses, Inc., where 
Harry C. Arthur, now general manager, 
and Oscar S. Oldknow, executive vice- 
president, are quartered Those hired by 
Leo generally admit that their positions 
are uncertain, most of them expecting 
the blue slip inclosed with their pay 
checks today Numerous managers in 
the theaters formerly supervised by Leo 
are also expecting to be relieved of their 
duties 

Those claiming to be in the know on 
the present situation say that Loeb will 
certainly go out—but his successor 
(altho two are named in the current 
rumors) uncertain The new Fox 
heads are reported to be averse to mak- 
ing a change in Loeb’s instance until 
they can find a man not only equal to 
his (Loeb’s) booking ability, but also 
strong enough to handle the executive 
matters with which a man in that posi- 
tion is naturally confronted. 

The reports that Loeb owns the book- 
ing office, having only a working agree- 
ment with the Fox Corporation, are de- 
nied by almost all connected with the 
organization. This was supposed to be 
the only obstacle in the path of getting 
Loeb out 

Regardless of what happens to Loeb 
and Allen, it is said to be a certainty 
tnat the junior and senior wings will 
unite under one head. As they are work- 
ing now, they are practically separate or- 


ganizations Since Allen took over the 
books of the F Plavhouses, there has 
been no active co-operation between the 
two offices on acts. ¢ This, altho the 
offices adioin each other 

Those now in control of the destinies 
of the Fox outfit deem the separate of- 
fices impractical. They feel that Fox, at. 
present, does not boast so many houses 


playing vaude. and Fanchon & Marco's 
Ideas that two offices are needed to 
book the shows. The booking staffs at 
present are Jack Alien, for the Met 
Plavhouses, assisted by Ben Kuchuck 
and Jack Loeb, booking manager, as- 
sisted by Phil Bloom and Jesse Kaye 
Allen, who normally books 18 houses, is 
now placing shows in 11. Loeb’s list 
amounts to 16 theaters, most of them 
split-weekers. 

According to rumors last week, Edgar 
Allen, Jack Allen’s brother, was slated 
to take Loeb’s place. The gossips went 
so far as to state that the Fox Officials 
were dickering with Ed. Davidow., artistes’ 
representative, for the purchase of a con- 
tract he holds on Allen’s services, which 
still has one year to run. Fally Markus, 
former indie booker. and now running 
an employment agency, was also rumored 
as scheduled to step into Loeb’s shoes.

HE latest begging campaign of the NVA is over, and now we can 

discuss this matter freely without running the risk of being ac- 

cused by vindictive souls of harboring a secret desire to ruin the 
chances of providing funds for the unfortunates being sheltered and 
nursed back to health by the organization. Another year should not 
be allowed to pass without some real effort being made to do away 
entirely with basket collections. This means of procuring NVA funds 
is hardly complimentary to the performer and the manager. 

| 


For 51 weeks the performer is a self-respecting individual, ani well 
able to stand on his own. It has taken generations to lift the performer 
out of the disrepute in which his predecessors were immersed from time 
immemorial. The single week of organized NVA begging “tndoes the good 
that has been accomplished the other 51 weeks. The clever veople, whose 
talents are employed to amuse the masses and who are looked up to as 
creatures upon whom the powers above have smiled benevolently, cast 
off their prestige in one week of undignified panhandling. 


The average performer had to grin and bear it in the past. There is 
no reason why he should be subjected to this indignity any more. The 
managers pride themselves on the co-operation they give to the NVA 
drives. The pride is ill-deserved. It is also a false emotion. In taking 
part in such activity, the manager is inferred to be acting, not out of 
the goodness of his heart, but rather toward building up good-wil!). From 
our observations during the drive that has just passed into history (an 
event that might well be recorded on a loose-leaf page), the public has 
reached the point where it no longer is willing to dig down in its jeans 
for the actor. Perhaps bad times had something to do with the com- 
paratively slim grosses achieved in representative houses we have watched, 
but we doubt it. 


A person who buys a ticket for a neighborhood show usually hs 
some change to spare for what he considers a worthy cause. It is a gad 
commentary on human nature, but you can’t get away from the fact 
that John H. Public is pretty well fed wp on bas*et collections. We don't 
blame him one iota» It is up to the actor to take care of his own, and i! 
is up to the manager to help him. but not to use the public as the fall guy 


Basket collections create ill-will among audiences toward actors and 
theaters. They tear down the foundations of the institution which has 
risen in the public regard thru long years of struggle. There are plenty 
of substitutes possible, and it is to the discredit of the present adminis- 
tration of the NVA that basket collections were allowed to be made many 
months after Eddie Cantor and bis actor board were propelled into office 


The actor complains about being made the goat for promoters of so- 
called charity shows and benefits. Of what avail are these squawks when 
the punch behind the majority of the sob speeches made during NVA 
Week is that the actor can always be called upon to render his services 
gratis? The NVA collections are a burden that the working performer 
has to carry the year round, and it grows heavier from year to year. 


This is not the time nor the occasion to offer substitutes for basket 
collections. But, just as a passing thought, if each manager who pro- 
fesses to be vitally interested in the welfare of the performer would turn 
over one day's receipts to the NVA Fund, the whole basket collection mess 
might be thrown out for good. It would pay the managers big dividends 
to do this. Their houses wouid gain desirable publicity and the good- 
will of their patrons would be won rather than lest.

Shoestringers plan to get 
producer rating during 
summer lull on Broadway 


NEW YORK, May 12.—From the way 
certain shoestringers are gabbing at this 
uncertain interval between seasons, 
Broadway is due for an invasion of slap- 
bang musicals sponsored by their ilk 
Somebody gave them in idea. As a re- 
sult the hole-in-the-wall producers, who 
at brighter periods of vaudeville history 
were putting out shoddy flashes, are 
casting their eyes on legit. houses that 
will be dark for the summer. Their in- 
tent is to put on shows built on revue 
frames and get layoffs to play for apples 
in the leads, specialties and the chorus. 

Scenery will come, according to their 
planning, from warehouses and props 
from their own homes, offices and dens 
of kindly friends. There will be plenty 
laughs, but they will be short, altho not 
far between. If their shows run a week 
or even less, the shoestringers will be 
perfectly satisfied. They are not in the 
new racket for the money. It’s the glory 
they want, and they mean to grab it 
before the new season starts. It’s enough 
for them to be designated (if only for 
once and briefly) as Broadway producers. 
They can't wait until the fall; house 
rentals will then be too high for them 
to scale 

The shoestringers expect to get around 
the Equity proposition easily enough. 
This, after all, looms as their highest 
barrier. Their little scheme is to classify 
their watchacallits as vaudeville shows, 
thereby removing themselves from the 
enforcing arm of Equity

NEW YORK. May 10.—By the end of 
next week RKO, according to what are 
deemed to be authentic sources, will! 
come into possession either thru lease 
or a buy of the Interstate Circuit, which 
its vaudeville booking office has had in 
its columns for many years. Should 
an RKO-Interstate deal materialize, this 
will be the second time in a month 
that the former circuit has succeeded 
in taking fair advantage of Fox's recent 
financial troubles by putting the 
clincher on a chain dropped by Fox due 
to lack of ready money after securing 
a prior claim by options and other agree- 
ments The first instance was that of 
the Ike Libsen Circuit, in the Middle 
West, which RKO has virtually annexed 
by this time. 

The Interstate is one of the largest 
theater clvains in the South, and is to be 
differentiated from the Interstate Enter- 
priser in Florida and Georgia, and the 
Interstate¥ Theater Corporation in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts. The cir- 
cuit with Which RKO is now negotiating 
thru lawyers and real estate experts of 
the respective outfits is headed by Karl 
Hoblitzellg, and has its headquarters in 
the Majestic Theater Building. Dallas, 
Tex. Its houses are the Lyric, Ritz and 
Trianon, in Birmingham; Majestic, Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark.: Majestic. Dallas; Majestic, 
Fort Worgh; Majestic, Houston, and Ma- 
jestic, San Antonio 

There have long been rumors of RKO's 
possible tieup with the Interstate, these 
being basad on the long vaudeville book- 
ing association of the circvits and the 
cood earning record of the Interstate 
houses Before Fox made its bid for 
the circuit early this season thru its 
West Coast Theaters subsidiary, RKO 
had an opportunity to come to terms 
with Hoblitzelle, but at that time it 
was stated that the price asked by In- 
terstate whs to far removed from RKO's 
bid to presage any favorable result in 
necotiations. 

Fox is not out of the picture yet, ac- 
cording to the inside dope, as a factor 
In a possible Interstate tieup. The West 
Coast croup has become unusually ac- 
tive of late in chain buys and it is likely 
that the offer made by its representa- 
tives to Hoblitzelle will cet serious con- 
siderationg before Tniterstate signs on 
the dotte® line with RKO. From one 
source it has been learned that RKO is 
thus far fhe highest bidder for the In- 
terstate, nd it is admitted by RKO 
legal exp*@rts that the deal has pro- 
gressed so far as to predict its consum- 
mation by the end of next week 

Charles J. Freeman, head of the West- 
ern booking wing of the RKO office, has 
been hooking the Interstate houses for 
vears. This string is said to have higher 
house budgets than other houses booked 
from the sixth floor RKO needs the 
Interstate houses badly to strengthen 
ite out-of-town representation, and 
should Hoblitzelle’s outfit tie up with 
another circuit it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that RKO will lose the Southern 
houses There is still an agreement in 
foree, however, between RKO and Tuter- 
State which assures a continuation of 
the booking connection for the next 
several seasons. RKO ts said to have a 
10 per cent interest in Hoblitzelle’s 
string.

Standards Fell to New Lows, 
‘Names’ Hit Sky This Season 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Standard and 
pickup acts suffered an added woe this 
season, Their salaries, as a rule, were 
much lower than ever before since 
talkies put vaudeville on the skids. 
“Names”, however, coming into vaude. 
from pictures and legit., enjoyed salaries 
without precedent in the history of 
vaudeville 

Bookers of two of the larger circuits 
differed on the salary cut. While one 
confirmed the drop in salaries, the other 
maintained that they remained on a 
fairly even keel, some acts getting less 
and others more. Both admitted, how- 
ever, that most of the “name” acts were 
not worth the huge salaries they re- 
ceived or are receiving. 

Less playing time this season than 
ever before made matters worse for the 
performers. Many acts got no _ better 
than intermittent pickup bookings, lay- 
ing off more than they worked. This 
despite the extensive campaigns inau- 
gurated in the past three months by the 
various circuits to boost vaude. Promises 
to add more playing time did not ma- 
terialize this season. 

The “names” coming into vaude. for

the first time this season, or returning 
to that type of entertainment after a 
spluree in the talkies, had no squawk 
as to low salaries. Those who returned 
to vaude after the talkies had given 
them alleged popularity received salaries 
that made their stipends in former years 
look like coffee-and-cake money. Many 
of them were found to be negligible in 
drawing vower and dropped after three 
or four weeks of playing time. The same 
goes for a good part of the straight pic- 
ture and legit. “names” booked for 
vaudeville by RKO and Loew. 

The few agents and producers left 
with RKO franchises have been squawk- 
ing of late about the close bargaining 
for acts by the bookers. Regardless of 
what amount asked, the agents claim, 
the act buyers quote a lower figure. 
Quite often the amounts offered by the 
cirevit’s act buvers would mean a loss to 
the producers of the acts if accepted 

The chiseling tactics of the bookers 
indicate a wholesale cut in house 
budgets on the RKO Circuit. The agents 
claim that acts are being offered far 
less for playing certain houses than they 
received a year ago for the same dates.

Exploitation will henceforth be the 
big selling factor in “vaudeville mer- 
chandizing”, as Hiram Brown's cohorts 
love to call it, and house managers, 
divisional bosses and home-office digni- 
taries who cannot adjust themsc!ves to 
the new condition will find themselves 
out on the street. 

Vhile vaudeville exploitation will most 
assuredly come into its own in the fall, 
the big drive in this new and promising 
angle of this branch of the show busi- 
ness will be made in the next several 
months. Like film exploitation, its 
vaudeville cousin is created, nfirtured 
and encoureged because of its direct 
eTect on the box office. During the dog 
days, when every penny in the house 
tills counts, both Loew and RKO and 
othe: circuits following their lead in 
fostering exploitation will put every 
stunt at their command and within the 
limit of their experts’ devising powers to 
work. It will not be a surprise to those 
who have been following vaudeville ex- 
ploitation since it was brought into be- 
ing as a circuit proposition early this 
season to find that by the end of 19230 
this branch will be almost as highly de- 
veloped as film exploitation. And no 
tranch of the show business has as well 
developed an ensemble exploitation or- 
ganization as the film industry. 

From the Loew side of the fence comes 
the encouraging info. that under the 
wing of Oscar A. Doob, and actually 


handled by Ernest Emerling, his new 
assistant, there is being developed a 
technic of act exploitation that bids 


fair to equal if not better the clever 
scheme long in operation on the Publix 
Circuit. Every act on the time wiil be 
covered by complete campaigns, as well 
erganized and going ‘nto detail to such 
an extent as to be comparable with 
campaigns gotten out on film specials. 
In view of the success encountered 
during the last several weeks, H. A. Berg, 
one of Doob's exploiteers, wil! continue 
using the State, on Broadway, as a 
proving ground for outdoor stunts with 
acts and individual artistes on the cir- 
cuit’s talent columns. Stunts have been 
pulled thus far with Serge Flash. Will 
Osborne, Sunshine Sammy and the Six 
Lucky Boys. These were not, as gen- 
erally thought, meant to be devices for 
bucking tne Palace. As explained by the 
Loew office, the stunts pulled for these 
attractions were designed to provide live 


stimuli for Loew managers and press 
reps. in other towns. Stil’s and movies 
were taken of all the stunts, and these 
were dispatched posthaste to cther 
points, with details accompanying them 
of how the stunts were put over and 
with suggestions on how to duplicate 


them out of town, or apply the same 
principles to exploiting other attrac- 
tions. 

Loew is making national tieups with 
mercantile concerns for big ad spreads 
in dailies plugging Loew acts. RKO is 
working along the same line. Bulletins 
issued daily by Doob to his out-of-town 
men and to house managers all over the 
circuit include exploitation suggestions 
that might well have been interpreted 
to be applied to films in former seasons 
In the Loew press department most of 
the staff men are both writing and ex- 
ploitation experts; in this respect Loew 
has had it over its opposition for some

Fox. therefore. has to stand for the 
losses sustained by it during 1929-'30

last. year, but the court ruled against 
Fox just the same. 


Managers Censure Acts That 
Fake Routines To Get a Sock 


NEW YORK, May 12.—House managers 
whose interest in their work extends far 
beyond supervising porters, cashiers and 
other attaches are squawking both 
verbally and in reports against a new 
type of act that has arisen since show- 
stops began to mean everything in the 
minds of certain bookers. Their plaint 
is against the act scheduled for any- 
where from 15 to 25 minutes that takes 
its bows following a punchy number de- 
livered after the first 10 minutes, or 
less, that it is on. 

The claim put forward by the ob- 
servant managers is that by this device 
the offending acts generally get a show- 
stop without fully deserving it. In many 
instances the routine of the act is so 
far below the grade generally that with- 
out resorting to this trick it could hard- 
ly expect to get a mild reception, let 
alone a showestop. 


In their complaints against the il- 
legitimate show-stoppers the house man- 
agers, according to an inside source, ex- 
plain that the great volume of applause 
accorded acts that go to the bows with 
incomplete routines signifies a desire on 
the part of the audience to get its due 
rather than unconstrained appreciation. 
But the acts working the gag close their 
minds to this obvious angle and proceed 
after undue hesitation in the wings to 
do another number, taking the bows 
again, and quite decisively. This goes 
on thru anywhere from three to five 
numbers. Acts that are passably enter- 
taining cannot fail to roll up good ap- 
plause records in this manner, the house 
men further complain, but when they 
(the managers) endeavor to explain in 
reports thet the superficial clicking has 
been attained thru a destructive device 


such as has been here explained they 
are generally suspected of being biased 
and unwarrantedly opposed to the best 
interests of the act 

The blame for the rapid spread of the 
illegitimate show-stops is put on bookers 
of the genre who insist for their own 
Narrow reasons on sock finishes and 
therefore care naught about the body of 
an act so long as it bids adieu in a 
hlaze of hand-clapping glory 

The worst offenders, from the observa- 
tion of house managers corroborated by 
Billboard reviewers, are band acts; next 


come warbling singles. One band which 
has been playing interchangeably for 
the larger circuits is scheduled for 25 


minutes and invariably take: 
at the end of its second brief ensemble 
number. After it “stops the show” with 
this trick it proceeds to unwind its un 
sensational cycle of specialties over a 
period of 20 minutes. 


The severest point of adverse criticism 
advanced against the milked show-stop- 
ping is that it creates ill will among 
patrons, particularly in the _ better 
houses, by implying that a good show 
is impossible of achievement unless the 
audience claps its hands to a white heat. 
It might be all right with a plant, say 
the managers, but audiences pay to be 
amused and not to be put to work 


In investigating several cases of milk- 
ing show-stoppers, one manager reveals 
that he was informed by bookers that 
the routines described by him as pre- 
sented at his house did not chime in 
with the way the acts played at show- 
ings. The bows were evidently respotted 
after the acts were assured several dates 
on the time, further booking depend- 
ing on reports from the trie! houses

readied in time. Among the neighbor- 


hood houses around here just a scattered 
few were fortunate enough to have had 
signs painted and systems working 
simultaneously. Others tried to get the 
crowds in with last vear’s signs that 
announced the operation of cooling 
plants, but with the plants not yet in 
operation. The antiquated blower sys- 
tems served them instead, but not to 
f00d results. 

The house men were caught unawares 
because in the circuit bulletins on cool- 
ing sytsems and in the conventions it 
was stressed unfortunately that they 
should be prepared by June 1, even this 
being considered rather early, but set 
as the date in order to make certain 
that nobody misses up A cooling plant 
expert of one of the circuits, when 
queried on the technical angles of house 
refrigeration, stated that there should 
have been. little difficulty experienced in 
getting cooling systems going He ex- 
plained that if a modern plant is started 
going in the morning, by the time the 
first show is set to go on the house 
should be comfortably cool 

Loew got a tough break with its State 
this week when the plant at the house 
went on the fritz Wednesday night. An 
important coil is reported to have blown 


out and the last word heard on this 
matter was to the effect that it would 
take two weeks to make repairs. The 


State needs a cooling system to a greater 
extent than neighborhood vaudefilmers 
because its de luxe opposition on Broad- 
way came to the fore almost on a days 
notice with their cooling plants. Loew's 
other full-weeker around here, the Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, did not have its cool- 
ing plant in operation this week. The 
effect on business was easily noticeable 
Few of the RKO houses had their COOI 
signs displayed this week, altho most of 
those equipped with modern systems had 
them in operation 

The Palace plant was in operation all 
week, but, according to report, the ace 
house played to the worst business in 
years. There were 79 performers on the 
bill, too. Almost a record—in low 
grosses and backstage population.

Fight Grafters With 
Fixed House Budgets 


Big outfits considering idea of stationary salavy totals, 
thus preventing shady act-buyers from juggling expendi- 
tures to cram in inflated salaries—they still “‘take”

NEW YORK, May 12.—In a step to put up what they regard as an insur- 


mountable obstacle to organized graft, 


considering the plan of putting fixed house budgets in force. 


the larger circuits are reported to be 
RKO has long been 


considering this matter, and there ts talk that the same idea has permeated the 
minds oY those responsible for the efficient operation of booking offices of other 


circuits. Nothing tangible is as yet ob- 
tainable along this line, because circuit 
executives fear to come out bluntly, 
realizing in doing so they run the risk 
of giving bookers the impression that 
suspicion of shady dealing is active. 
Fixed house budgets as the real solution 
to grafting activity stares every booking 
executive in the face as one of the 
brightest ideas advanced toward cleaning 
up conditions in a vaudeville generation. 

Those who regard fixed house budgets 
as a graft antidote point out that with 
such a system in force it becomes vir- 
tually impossible for a dishonest booker 
to inflate salaries of acts from which he 
cets the rakeoff, because the rest of the 
bill suffers accordingly. A booker carry- 
ing an organized form of graft with a 
producer is thus found out soon enough, 
the poor quality of his shows doing more 
to uncover his shady practice than the 
sworn testimony of a Pinkerton detective. 

Manipulating budgets so as to allow 
‘atitude for acts with inflated salaries 
has become difficult, even without fixed 
totals in force, because budgets are gen- 
erally lower than in former seasons, and 
salary boosts thus have a greater effect 
on shows. In the balmy days, when a 
booker could spend, say $2,000 one week 
and $500 more or less the next, it was 
possible to run along several weeks with 
a small budget, and make up for this 
other weeks, with enough surplus money 
to cover graft manipulations. 

The fixed-house budget system, if 
adopted by the larger offices, as is re- 
ported, will make bookers spend a stated 
amount weekly, and they will not be 
commended for saving on shows. As 
has always been the case, the important 
factor will be good shows, and in order 
to accomplish this bookers wil! natu- 
rally be forced to spend to the limit of 
their allowances. 

Graft has not been entirely eliminated, 
and there appears to be concrete evidence 
that it still flourishes on two circuits, 
these high up among the largest in the 
business. The proposed fixed house 
budget system will be first shot fired 
at the suspected grafters. The next or 
substituted one will be a shakeup in the 
offices affected.

House managers 
and theater exploiteers are expected to 
plug the RKO hour as much as possible, 
using their influence with local dailies 
for the planting of pictures and pub- 
licity on performers scheduled to go on 
the ether. 

Especially posed pictures of artistes 
are being gotten up in the home pub- 
licity office, most of them showing the 
artistes speaking into a “mike” and 
sent to managers on the “radio list” in 
advance of the broadcasts. As the RKO 
hours are national in scope, being on an 
NBC hookup, the managers on the “radio 
list” are scattered thruout the country. 

Lineups of the broadcasts are being 
published in The Voice of RKO, official 
and confidential circuit organ, at least 
two weeks in advance. Those named in 
“Voice” will be certain to broadcast. The 
New arrangement, which went into ef- 
fect with the last issue of the organ, is 
meant to do away with the embarrassing 
planting of pictures of artistes by man- 
agers and exploiteers—and then have 
the performers fail to broadcast.

Houses in junior column 
to straight pictures——hot 
weather proves a sethack 


NEW YORK. May 10.—By the end of 
this month Jack Hodgdon’s junior col- 
umn tin the RKO office wil! have lost six 
houses, most of these sacrificed to more 
economical summer policies. 

The Bushwick, Brooklyn, will use its 
last vaudefilm show next week, going 
into sound until August. The Colonial, 
Utica, will close this week, after trying 
vaudefilms several weeks. Nate Robbins, 
its operator, is sajd to have experienced 
difficulty in getting his pick of films. 
Keith's, Ottawa, will play its last show 
the week of May 24, switching thereafter 
to straight sound. 

Quebec closed on Hodgdon April 19, 
and on April 26 he lost the Harris, Pitts- 
burgh, and the Harris Memorial, Mc- 
Keesport, thru the Warner buy of the 
Harris chain. The Quebec house could 
not make a go of vaude, having used 
acts on a trial during six weeks in Lent, 
agreed to be the worst period of the 
year in that vicinity for amusements. 

Remaining on Hodgdon’s book are the 
Franklin, Royal, Union City (Capitol), 
Albany, Troy, Schenectady, Toronto and 
Hamilton. Several of these might yet be 
dropped for the summer, altho there is 
also a possibility that Hodgdon will he 
given additional houses to book from 
other columns on the sixth floor. 
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running the circuit’s publicity depart- 
ment. 
The direct administration of vaude- 


ville exploitation, therefore, has come 
under Joseph Plunkett, the theater- 
operating vice-president. .When RKO 


started publication of its confidential 
house organ, The Voice of RKO, earlier 
in the season the editing of this maga- 
zine was handled by Floyd Scott. of the 
Luescher staff. Plunkett took this out 
of the hands of the Luescher office after 
the fourth issue, switching the responsi- 
bility to E. M. Orowitz, now Eastern 
contact exploiteer. The Voice began as 
a monthly, but is now being issued 
weekly, giving much space to vaudeville 
exploitation and problems concerned 
with theater operation. Since the ex- 
ploiteers have been handling the organ, 


its circulation has been restricted to 
those within the organization, with 
severe penalties threatened for those 


who violate its confidence. 

Something will be done within the 
Next several months, it has been virtually 
assured, toward cementing the exploita- 
tion and publicity departments, either 
as one unit or under one responsible 
head, There have been rumors and 
rumors about such a move, but thus far 
there has been no indication of a de- 
cision arrived at either way. 

The latest report is that an effort is 
being made to completely reorganize the 
exploitation bureau, it being stated that 
the circuit is looking for a man out- 
side of the organization to tackle the 
job. One w-k expert was said to havo 
been approached, but thus far he is hold.. 
ing his grouhd. On money considera« 
tions, it is said. 

Under the present arrangement, 
Plunkett holds the exploitation reins, 
with Nate Blumberg assisting him in 
the West and Middle West. Working un- 
der them as contacts with the exploiteers 
in various key cities and division head- 
quarters are, Orowitz in the Fast and 
Jack J. Hess, out of Chicago, for the 
West. and Middle West

By ar- 
ranging with mercantile concerns thru 
circuit publicity men it is now possible 
for artistes to get attention for them- 
selves and the circuit by posing in bath- 
ing suits, golf costumes, shoes and the 
like. These poses are used for news- 
paper advertising, show-window displays 
and in other mediums that attract pub- 
lic attention None of the _ tieups 
planned by the larger circuits thus far 
entail endorsements of merchandise, 
food or toilet preparations. Circuits are 
steering clear from this phase of the 
tie-up gag as a means of removing any 
objection on the acts who might other- 
wise feel that they shouldn't lend their 
co-operation to the schemes gratis.

Since Sherman's mammoth gtrl-band 
organization last played around here 
it is said to have completed something 
like 60,000 miles around the world. Be 
that as it may, the score of versatile 
misses included therein have benefited 
to a great extent from their exposure to 
audience reaction over the far reaches of 
the globe.

Engineers find talkies have 
increased revenue to 500 
millions—ex pansion 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Assertions to 
the effect introduction of sound pictures 
had increased the total annual paid ad- 
missions to American motion picture 
houses by $%500,000,000 out of a grand 
total of $1,560,000,000; that 75 per cent 
of all picture houses in the country will 
have sound apparatus by the end of this 
year, and that at the close of 1929 
around 9,000 theaters out of a total of 
22,600 picture houses in this country 
were equipped with sound apparatus, 
were made at the spring meeting of the 
Society of Motion Picture Engineers, in 
session in Washington May 5 to 8 

This meeting, attended by approxi- 
mately 350 members, at which 50 papers, 
largely on technical subjects, were read, 
and at which addresses were made by 
Will H. Hays, C. Francis Jenkins and 
others widely known in the industry, 
was pronounced by those in charge the 
greatest gathering held in the 14 years 
of the society's existence Authoriza- 
tion was given for the establishing of @ 
Midwestern section of the organization 
in Chicago, to be composed of members 
in the territory, with Cleveland and 
Denver as boundaries. 

Officers of two foreign motion picture 
societies, the Royal Photographic Society 
of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
Deutsche Kinotechnic Gesselschaft of 
Berlin, were made honorary members of 
the society. An annual award was de- 
cided upon by the executive committee 
to be given a member of the society for 
outstanding motion picture engineerinc 
work. It will take the form of a gold 
medal or plaque, to be presented for the 
first time during the fall meeting 
Among papers read which were consid- 
ered outstanding was a “Progress Report” 
by Glenn E. Matthews, of Eastmau 
Kodak, who said the producing com- 
panies have been marking time with 
wide film and are willing to collaborate 
in establishing a standard for such film 
and that producers are favoring generally 
widths of 65 and 70 mm. 


Franklin 8S. Irby said that the tote! 
installations of sound picture apparatus 
in Europe this year will reach around 


5,000 theaters, bringing the total of al! 
such installations thruout the world to 
about 22.000, or about 40 per cent of the 
theaters built. 


“Indie” Exhibs. Must

Clergyman Asks 
Will Hays’ Removal 


DENVER, May 12.—Rev. Loren M. Eu- 
wards, pastor of the Trinty M. E. Church, 
spoke on what he called The Menace of 
the Movies a week ago, and urged sweep- 
ing reform of the Hollywood industry. 
recommending first of all the “dethron- 
ing of ‘Czar’ Hays”. 

His attack was aimed mainly at Hays’ 
new code, which he called “a list of 
absurdities, insincere and a_ farcical 
fraud, conceived by the ‘movie saint’.” 

Dr. Edwards proposed what he called 
constructive reforms for the movies, 
starting with the removal of Hays and 
the ending of “monopolistic control” of 
the movies.

Back to Coast as directing 
head of Fox forces—Fox 
name cut from title 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Winfield Shee- 
van, who arrived on the West Coast this 
week after a strenuous several] months 
in New York, shortly before leaving New 
York signed a new long-term contract 
with Harley L. Clarke, the new head of 
the Fox Corporation. The contract 
names Sheehan as directing head of the 
Fox organization and gives him a greater 
power in the Fox organization than he 
had under the old regime. 

While Sheehan was in New York fight- 
ing William Fox and the forces opposed 
to his system of refinancing he also 
found time to sign new talent for the 
Fox forces.

Romance, Women Everywhere, So This Is 
seneen, Common Clay and Living for 
ove. 

Among the films now in production 
are The Big Trail, Are You There?, On 
Your Back, The Last of the Duanes, 
Liliom and Road House. 

The last week also found the order 
emanating from Sheehan to eliminate 
the William Fox name from all adver- 
tisements. Instead of “William Fox 
presents” advertisements will read “The 
Fox Film Corporation presents”.

“Song of the Flame” 


FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Warner 
Tn spite of numerous stupendous and 
spectacular scenes this is not a $2 caliber 


production. Opening at the Warner 
Theater as a special run attraction the 
First National officials would have been 
much wiser had they placed the picture 
directly in the Strand for presentation 
at regular prices. In the smaller towns, 
however, the picture as a regular run 
will no doubt attract, for the light opera 
production done in Technicolor seems 
to draw with the smaller town clientele. 
The novelty of color, voice and large 
singing ensembles has not as yet worn 
off 

The Song of the Flame is based on the 
operetta of same name that was pro- 
duced on Broadway some few seasons ago 
at the 44th Street Theater, with Arthur 
Hammerstein as its impresario. As a 
stage production it was given a spec- 
tacular and colorful setting with an 
enormous cast, but failed to be a money 
maker. The book is by Oscar Ham- 
merstein II and Otto Harbach, with 
music by George Gershwin and Herbert 
Stothart. Many of the original numbers 
have been retained in the screen version, 
tho several new song numbers have been 
interpolated. 


The Broadway production came at a 
time when singing choruses plugging a 
fiery choral number were in vogue. The 
title song, The Song of the Flame, was 
that type musical number and has been 
retained in the film production and sung 
practically as many times as it was in 
the stage attraction. 


It is a fiery, spirited number and the 
wide sweep of the camera, as it catches 
the moving masses in their march on 
the palace in tempo to the music, sing- 
ing lustily, gives it a greater possibility 
than did the stage production. In spite 
of this latitude and the hundreds of 
singing and dancing extras the produc- 
tion is lacking. 

The story of The Song of the Flame is 
quite ordinary. That seemed its chief 
fault in the original. All of the comedy 
has been eliminated from the screen 
production, and tho two such excellent 
funmakers as Inez Courtney and Bert 
Roach are programed for the comedy 
roles, they have so little to do that one 
hardly remembers they were in the pic- 
ture until referring to the cast of char- 
acters. 

The leading character of the film is a 
girl known as The Flame, a Russian 
Joan of Arc, who fires her people to 
revolt by her inspired leadership, which 
gets its chief impetus the title 
song. Denouncing royalty she soon finds 
herself in love with a prince and when 
she realizes that her fiery efforts at in- 
spiration have her followers a 
blood-thirsty bunch of revolutionists, 
instead of people struggling for an ideal, 


thri 
voru 
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she revolts and turns against them. She 
is loved by the leader of the revolu- 
tionary forces and when he discovers her 
love for the prince he has her thrown 
in prison and the prince exiled. But the 
prince returns and thru his efforts the 
leader is proved to be only a money- 


grabbing trickster, who used the revolu- 
tion as a stepping stone to affluence. He 
is turned over to the revolutionary au- 
thorities and executed by gun fire he 
had ordered the execution of many 
royalists. The Paris scene, which 
the third act of the stage play, has been 
entirely eliminated to the advantage of 
the screen production, giving a better 
continuity than the original possessed. 

Bernice Claire has the role of The 
Flame, which was essayed in the original 
production by Tessa Kosta. After seeing 
Miss Claire in the ingenue roles in 
which she has appeared in screen pro- 
ductions, one necessarily feared for her 
in a prima donna role. However, she 
‘acquits herself quite nicely, presenting 
a much more powerful singing voice 
than one would have suspected from her 
other roles. Alexander Gray, as the 
romantic prince, also appears to better 
advantage than he has in other pro- 
ductions. Alice Gentle, in the role of 
Natasha, which has been elaborated for 
the screen, offers several numbers in a 
pleasing manner, while Noah Beery prac- 
tically carries away the honors of the 
production as the menace. Beery also 
surprises and scores in this rendition of

Vodka, a bass solo, the finish of which 
is greeted by applause. 

Alan Crosland directed and has han- 
died his ensemble scenes effectively. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
For your lobby streamers of vari- 
ous shades of red, with electric 
fans playing on them, would give 
the impression of flames playing 
about the interior. On your 
marquee at night if you can touch 


off a red fire display, using a 
phonograph record of the title 
song, would give the impression 


of the Song of the Flame. Dress 
your attendants in Cossack uni- 
forms if you can do so at a nomi- 
nal figure. If you have a foreign 
clientele get them talking about 
the idea of the Russian revolu- 
tion. Did it make men or butchers 
of them? You might suggest an 
essay contest on Joan of Arc, the 
leader of the French, and Anita, 
the leader of the Russians. Liken 
their characters in essay com- 
parisons and give free tickets for 
the best.

“The Poor Millionaire” 
(BILTMORE PICTURES) 
At the Columbus 

Richard Talmadge is starred in The 
Poor Millionaire, a Biltmore product, 
which should be a good item for the 
grinds The film is produced to be 
shown in either wired or straight silent 
houses, it being synchronized with or- 
chestra music for use in the former. 
Talmadge’s athletic actions, character- 
istic of all his pictures, are reminiscent 
of Douglas Fairbanks in the days when 
motion pictures were young, and such a 
comparison can be taken both ways, that 
thought being the intention of this re- 
viewer. 

The story, which shows little origi- 
nality, tho it has enough interest to 
make it entertaining, was written by Rex 
Taylor and Henry Lehrman. Talmadge is 
Supported by a fairly capable cast, in- 
cluding Constance Howard, who plays 
the lead opposite him; George Irving, as 
her father; Fannie Midgley, his landlady; 
Jay Hunt, Frederick Vroom and John 
Hemmings. 

The direction was handled by George 
Melford along more or less stereotyped 
lines Photography, generally fair, has 
some good points, chief among which is 
the double exposure work wherein Tal- 
madge piays two roles as twin brothers, 
a ruse which was quite common several 
years acc. This proved the most worth- 
while contribution to the picture. 


A dreaming youth, who has met his 
ideal girl. suddenly finds himself 
possessed of an estate left by a departed 
uncle. He had met the girl on a bus. at 
which time he was mistaken for his twin 
brother by a trio of underworld yeggs. 
The twin brother had disappeared a 
number of years previously, and in fact 
was actually serving a long sentence at 
the prison camp near the estate ‘in- 
herited by his twin. During a sensation- 
al escape and the ensuing combat, the 
twin brothers find themselves in each 
other’s places, but the climax has the 
wrong brother marrying the girl. But 
just as the ceremony is about to take 
place, the unjustly imprisoned brother 
also escapes in time to prevent the 
and to return his wayward 
brother to the proper authorities. Action 
aplenty in the picture, with the usual 
stunts of jumping off roofs, walls, 
precipices and what not. Production is 
ideal for a double-feature program in 
the neighborhoods end the youngsters 
will lize it. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Your advance trailers on the pic- 
ture should play up the dual- 
character feature of the produc- 
tion, as well as the athletic ac- 
tions of its star. Talmadge is 
sufficiently well known to bill his 
name over the picture on your 
lobby and marquee lights. Get a 
set of heralds printed, or order a 
supply from your distributors, to 
be circulated among the school 
youngsters, getting endorsements 
from the local Parent-Teachers’ 
Association, or Better Movie groups.

“Old and New” 
(AMKINO) 
At the Cameo 


S. M. Eisenstein, the Russian director, 
responsible for Potemkin and Ten Days 
That Shook the World, directed this lat- 
est picture made by Sovkino, the pro- 
ducing organization of Soviet Russia. 
Once again does this director bring a 
majestic sweep of his camera to the 
wheat fields, the industrial life and the 
odd characters in which Russia abounds 
The photography is magnificent, par- 
ticularly the scenes of the rolling terrain, 
flower studded vistas, waving wheat 
fields in gusts of wind and rays of a 
glorious sun breaking from behind 
clouds. Some of the scenes resemble a 
Millet painting in motion 


Old and New hasn't much of a story— 
if story at all. It is propaganda pure 
and simple, as all of the Russian produc- 
tions have been under Soviet rule. Here 
we find an ignorant, superstitious peo- 
ple trying to force their way ahead with 
old-fashioned ideas. Lapinka, a woman 
who represents the advancement of the 
ideas of the new Russian Republic, is far- 
seeing and tires of her cow to pull her 
plow and till the soil. She forms the 
community on a co-operative basis and 
purchases first a cream separator, then 
a bull and finally a tractor. While this 
may seem anything but an inspiring 
basis of a picture Eisenstein has shown 
an uncanny imagination in its handling 
and pictured it so beautifully that it 
takes on an importance which the story 
does not suggest. 

However, it is not a picture for the 
average motion picture audience. It is 
purely for the cults, the propagandists 
and those who lean to the arty stuff in 
their motion picture fare. There is a 
certain interest in the strange char- 
acters that Eisenstein has managed to 
get into the action, none of them im- 
portant, yet every one of them, as the 
camera shifts from face to face in close- 
up, depicting a revulsion, pride, ex- 
pectancy or distrust in these new inven- 
tions. At the finish after the tractor 
has proved successful a scene showing a 
battalion of tractors in action is a 
thrilling climax. 

The picture is purely Eisenstein with 
his uncanny direction, his swift shifting 
of camera and his ability to catch these 
peasants so naturally for the screen. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
This picture is only for the art 
houses or theaters catering to a 
foreign clientele, or those who 
lean to the Soviet political ideas. 
If you have that kind of audience 
you can play it up from that angle. 
If you have a theater that caters 
to the art seekers go after the 
name of Eisenstein—he means 
much to these people.

“Temple Tower” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Colony 


So much good was said last season 
about Ronald Colman’s characterization 
of Bulldog Drummond in the United 
Artists picture of the same name, yet so 
little can be said by comparison about 
Kenneth McKennas’ interpretation of 
the same role in a sequel story, Temvle 
Tower. The dramatic situations and 
suspense elements of the story have been 
poorly constructed in the script of H. C. 
MeNeile, and the direction of Donald 
Gallagher has not improved the de- 
ficiency very much. In fact, the feature 
was so childish and trite in its appeal at 
the evening show that the audience was 
moved to snickers of such intensity that 
nearly the entire short-subject-filler 
program was disrupted. 

Adaptation and dialog were handled 
by Llewellyn Hughes, and the story is 
concerned principally with Bulldog 
Drummond's tracking down a notorious 
murderer and jewel thief The picture 
boasts of a cast whose ability and repu- 
tation presuppose a competent perform- 
ance and possibly an enjoyable evening, 
but unfortunately their efforts in Tem- 
vle Tower are mediocre and the picture 
barely passed muster. 

Featured players in the film are Ken- 
neth McKenna, Marceline Day and Henry 
B. Walthall, with a supporting cast in- 


cluding Cyril Chadwick, Peter Caw- 
thorne, Ivan Linow, A. B. Lane and 
Sorke Sherwood. 

The plot deals with the apprehension 
of a gang of desperate criminals all of 
whom have been at each other's throats 
in an attempt to recover a valuable for- 
tune in emeralds, for the getting of 
which they had murdered a famous 
jeweler. The gang had separated after 
the crime and one of them had been 
intrusted with the jewels. This one 
ensconced himself in Temple Tower, an 
antiquated castle, and is holding it 
against all comers. The man in the 
tower had hired a secretary to get rid 
of the jewels for him, who unknown 
to him is actually his niece. The ro- 
mance between her and Bulldog Drum- 
mond, together with the adventures 
connected with it and the many inter- 
spersed characters and incidents, form 
the background of the picture Needless 
to say the gang is handily trapped by 
the resourcefulness of Drummond and 
his sweetheart, assisted by the comedy 
British baron, who is Drummond's room- 
mate. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
There are three angles from which 
this picture can be exploited, the 
cast, the mysterious title and the 
Bulldog Drummond background. 
Conduct your campaign mainly 
along these three lines, playing up 
your featured players, the thrill 
value of the film and the pop- 
ularity of the Drummond char- 
acter. Tieups can be made with 
local jewelry concerns for window 
displays of emeralds together stills 
from the picture. There is a char- 
acter in the film known as the 
masked stranger, whose weird 
dress and makeup should prove a 
good street bally for the film by 
hiring a man to parade the streets 
in simliar attire with only a ques- 
tion mark on his back and advice 
that people come to the theater to 
find out who he is.

“Western Honor” 
(SYNDICATE PICTURES) 
At Loew's New York 


As the title implies, Western Honor is 
a story of the wide-open spaces during 
the days of cowboys, Indians and bad 
men who lived a life of plunder and 
deceit. The picture was originally made 
as a silent, with the usual subtitles and 
rough and tumble tactics of the cattle- 
men of the West, but it has been effec- 
tively synchronized with musical accom- 
paniment. Bob Steele, likable juvenile, 
is starred, and featured players include 
Ione Reed, Harry Murdock, Bill Nestel, 
Tom Foreman, Bud Osborne, Cliff Lyons 
and Jack Lowe. J. P. McGowan handled 
a passable piece of direction and Hap 
Depew did nicely on the photography, 
giving us some good action shots of 
fast riding stunts. 

The story was written by Sally 
Winters and adapted by Jacques Jacard. 
The picture shows evidences of careful 
cutting and editing and the _ con- 
tinulty runs fairly smooth thruout. 

Plot is not new—it seems the plots 
of all Westerns are basically the same— 
tho it does hold one’s interest. A cer- 
tain group (of independent ranchers, 
mostly horse breeders, have been having 
great difficulty due to the unscrupulous 
practices of one Lew Sudler, who, how- 
ever, poses as their friend. He is aided 
in his despicable plots by a trio of cut- 
throats, Saunders, Storm and McCauley, 
but this connection is carefully guarded 
from the ranchers, who believe Saunders 
to be the real bad man, The ranchers 
with whom this story is particularly 
concerned is one Andy Peters, Tom Dud- 
ley and his sister, Jean Dudley. In or- 
der to gain illegal possession of the 
properties and live stock belonging to 
these ranchers, Sudler frames them by 
loaning them money on security of the 
horses on their ranches, but aided by the 
underhanded trio, conspires to ghost the 
herd away and put them in a jam with 
the authorities for obtaining money Uh- 
der false pretenses. But the plans o! 
of the conspirators go awry thru the 
efforts of one Jack Bolton, a former 
partner of the Dudleys, who has arrived 
to save the day for the ranchers. The 
heroic actions of this youth in breaking 
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up the gang and the good he accom- 
plishes in the district is the moral be- 
hind the story. Stereotyped, but enter- 
taining nevertheless. 
EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Play up the star of the picture, for 


he is of the type that Western 
fans all like. Plug the Western 
theme to the children in the 


neighborhoods thru the medium of 
advance trailers, advertising and 
throwaways near the schools. This 
would in no sense conflict with 
any of the uplift and censorship 
groups in your community so that 
an indorsement from them might 
help in exploiting the feature. 
Make a tieup with a local mer- 
chant to hold a contest among the 
youngsters for a prize of several 
cowboy suits, and back this con- 
test with your publicity and ad- 
vertising campaign.

“Wedding Rings” 


(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 

Based on Ernest Pascal's novel, 
Dark Swan, this turns out to be a rather 
ordinary picture, lethargic in its story 
and boring in its slow action. There 
are intervals when the picture strikes a 
certain interest, but climactic sequences 
follow so slowly that the holding of the 
interest thruout is entirely lost. Then, 
‘oo, the characters as developed by the 
wuthor are so thoroly exaggerated, either 
in their virtues or vices, that they lose 
all possibility of reality and become mere 
puppets with the author manipulating 
the strings. 

At the start of the story we are taken 
to the home of the Quinns, where 
Cornelia, the elder sister, a plain tho 
loyal and intelligent girl, is bested in 
her heart affairs by her younger and 
prettier sister, Eve. Eve has little com- 
punction about her methods of conquer- 
ing men. She 1s a flapper-vamp who 
takes one suitor after another away 
from her elder sister only to throw them 
over. However, Cornelia falls in love 
with a middle-aged art connoisseur and 
just as he is about to propose he meets 
Eve and it is still single blessedness for 
Cornelia as Eve marries him. But Eve 
was only afwr his name and his money 
and is soon carrying on affair with a 
gigolo. Seeking solace for his loneliness 
the husband returns to Cornelia for 
sympathy. Soon he realizes that with 
Eve it was infatuation and with Cornelia 
it is love. Discovering his wife's unfaith- 
fulness he prepares for a divorce and [t 
all ends with a wedding ring for Cornelia 
in the offing. 

Lois Wilson is Cornelia. Always a 
player who has shown nice repression 
we shudder to think what might have 
happened to the role of the long suf- 
fering, self-abnegating Cornelia in less 
capable hands than those of Miss Wil- 
son. H. B. Warner also gives to the role 
of the husband nice restraint. Olive 
Borden has a very thankless role in that 
of Eve, a character that borders upon 
contempt. Hallam Cooley comes thru 
nicely in the role of the gigolo. William 
Beaudine's direction is strenuously lack- 
ing in the snail-like paced tempo that 
he has set to the entire production. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Rather a difficult picture to ex- 
ploit. The title naturally suggests 
wedding rings. If you can get them 
cheap you might give some of them 
out thruout your community with 
a card bearing the _ inscription, 
“The tie that binds—or does it 
bind?

“The Golden Calf” 
(FOX) 


At the Hippodrome 

Taken from a story by Aaron Davis, 
The Golden Calf has been adapted into 
a highly entertaining screen farce un- 
der the able direction of Millard Webb, 
and some exceptiona! trick photography 
taken at unusual angles by Lucien 
Andriot. And not only is the story 
worth while, but the production posses- 
ses a cast of stage and screen players of 
real merit, including Sue Carol, Jack 
Mulhall, El Brendel, Marjorie White, 
Richard Keene, Paul Page, Walter Cat- 
lett and Ika Chase. 

Greenwich Village, with its con- 
glomerate horde of aspiring artists, car- 
toonists, musicians, performers and 
literary bugs, is the subject matter and 
background theme of the story. The 
plot, not new by any means, however, 
has been made interesting thru good 
direction and clever photography. 

Philip Homer and Knute Olsen, com- 
mercial artist and cartoonist (Mulhall 
and Brendel), assisted by their secretary, 
Marybelle Cobb (Sue Carol), advertise in 
the newspapers for the girl with the 
golden calf in order to compete for the 
grand prize to be awarded by a hosiery 
concern for the best painting to advertise 
their merchandise. Miss Cobb, a homely 
prudish maid supposedly unattractive to 
any and all men, is secretly in love with 
Homer, and dreams she has the measure- 
ments for the perfect calf, and assisted 
by some vaudeville friends, puts one over 
on the artist by posing as Virginia Rich- 
mond, from Richmond, Va. Naturally 
in the transformation, the homely girl 
is made gorgeous beyond all dreams and 
walks away with the grand prize and 
wins the heart of the boy she loves in 
the bargain. 

The picture is packed with laughs 
from start to finish. Settings are elab- 
orate and expensive and the cast is large 
and colorful in the mob scenes. One 
particularly effective bit of camera work 
is a carrier shot beginning from the 
street in front of a five-story apartment 
house, passing into the door and up 
three flights of stairs into a studio 
apartment, all of which has been ac- 
complished in a continuous line of 
action. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Exploitation possibilities for this 
production are unlimited. Effect a 
tieup with your local hosiery deal- 
ers or department stores and run 
a contest on the stage, if possible, 
to discover the girl in your neigh- 
borhood with the Golden Calf. 
Tie this up with newspaper ad- 
vertising and publicity, making the 
prize a certain number of silk hose 
to the first 10 winners. The cost 
of this contest would almost take 
care of itself, for the stores would 
be only too glad to co-operate 
from a personal advertising stand- 
point, and the stunt should make 
good news copy. Plug the fea- 
tured players in the film, for each 
of them has “name” value on stage 
and screen. Effective store tieups 
should include every merchant 
handling hosiery, as well as every 
stationery and _ artists’ supply 
stores. A fashion show is not with- 
out the pale in putting this fea- 
ture over. The picture is worth 
consistent plugging.

“Asphalt” 
(UFA) 
55th St. Playhouse 

This is the first of four silent produc- 
tions booked into this house after it had 
gone dialog with second and third-run 
productions from the Broadway houses. 
This is an Erich Pommer production, di- 
rected by Joe May, with a cast including 
Betty Amann, Gustav Froehlich, Hans 
Von Schlettow, Else Heller and Albert 
Steinrueck. 

Asphalt is based on a scenario by Pred 
Majo and Hans Szekely. The leading 
characters are a policeman, guardian of 
the traffic along the asphalt street, and 
a girl, who makes a precarious living 
thru attempting to pilfer diamonds. She 
is caught in an attempt and the traffic 
officer is forced to make an arrest. How- 


ever, the jewelers are willing to pass up 
her arrest as they have suffered no loss, 
but the officer feels it his duty to go 
thru with it. She uses her wiles and 
inveigles him into an affair until he falls 
in love with her. She is turn falls in 
love with him. Another thief, known as 
a consul, who has been working his stuff 
in Paris, also loves the girl and when 
he returns to her apartment is killed. 
The girl goes to serve a term in prison, 
but at the finish you are left to under- 
stand that the officer will be waiting for 
her at the finish of her term. 

The picture has a certain element of 
suspense, but there are several slow and 
ponderous sequences that could be 
nicely cut. The climax is fast, but the 
story leading up to it is at such a slow 
tempo at times that one Icses the keen 
interest that would have been retained 
had the story been kept at faster pace. 
The direction is excellent on account of 
its perfection in detail. Little human 
touches that have placed German pro- 
ductions on a prominent footing again 
take a paramount position in this pro- 
duction. In addition there are two ex- 
cellent character portrayals by Else Hel- 
ler and Albert Steinrueck, as the mother 
and the father respectively of the boy, 
that stand out. Betty Amann is a 
stunning-looking brunet and if she has 
a command of the English tongue it 
won't be long ere she will be Hollywood 
bound. Froelich, who has been seen in 
several other Ufa productions, also gives 
a good account of himself. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
There is little to suggest in the 
way of exploitation on this produc- 
tion, other than the fact that it 
was made by the producing firm 
that gave American theaters 
“Variety” and “Metropolis”. The 
other angle might be to play up the 
fact that it is a crook story with a 
German locale, which might bring 
a certain interest.

“The Second Floor Mystery” 
(WARNER BROTHERS) 


At the Beacon 

An intricate plot weaving of elusive 
characters is an essential for a mystery 
story or screen thriller so that the 
reader or spectator is kept in the dark 
most of the time as to whom is the 
guilty party. And combined with this 
element the tale must comprise a plausi- 
ble set of sequenced ideas, fashioned 
into smooth-running continuity. Such 
appears to have been the principle 
adopted by the producers of The Second 
Floor Mystery, and they have not fallen 
far short of the goal at that, for the 
production is genuinely entertaining. 

Roy Del Ruth directed the production, 
which is based on a thoroly enjoyable 
novel, The Agony Column, by Ear] Derr 
Biggers. But contrary to the novelized 
story, its screen counterpart has been 
added to, with the result that practically 
two stories have been made into one. 
The experiment, which gets rather in- 
volved in its suspense qualities, nearly 
causes a loss of interest toward the 
end but for the novel twist in the situa- 
tion comparable to the same situation 
in the novel. 

A splendid cast has been selected to 
enact the story. Each player is ad- 
mirably suited in appearance and voice 
delivery for the roles assigned to them. 
Loretta Young makes a charming ‘Grape- 
fruit Lady”, and Grant Withers a likable 
“Strawberry Man”, while H. B. Warner 
gives a commendable performance in the 
roie of Inspector Bray. Claire McDowell 
plays Aunt Hattie with distinction. Capt. 
Frazer and his brother, Lieut. Norman 
Frazer, are enacted capably by Crauford 
Kent and John Loder, while the part of 
Enright stands out as played by Claude 
King. Sidney Bracy and Judith Voselli 
play minor, but impdrtant parts effec- 
tively. 

A youth and a girl, mutually inter- 
ested in The London Times Personal 
Notices Department, often referred to as 
The Agony Column because of its oft- 
printed plaints, carry on a flirtation in 
their hotel dining room by proxy of a 
waiter, a grapefruit and some straw- 
berries. The boy addresses a notice in 
the paper to The Grapefruit Lady, in- 
quiring how he may secure an introduc. 
tion, signing himself as The Strawberry 


Man, and she answers that he must 
prove his eligibility and satisfy her love 
of adventure, by writing an interesting 
letter every day for five days before she 
will give her answer. The boy’s letters 
prove highly interesting and thrilling, for 
unconsciously he has become involved 
in a notorious murder. But when he 
confesses to the murder as purely imagi- 
native in one letter, she turns the tables 
on him by having him arrested, discover- 
ing in the meantime that the murder 
has been actually committed. The situa- 
tion proves more embarrassing than he 
had anticipated, until he finds out that 
the girl has also been playing a hoax on 
him, faking the murder and arrest with 
the help of the very characters he had 
tried to fictionize in his epistles. Fade- 
out has the happy couple in each other's 
arms, laughing at their own jokes on 
each other

“The Devil’s Holiday” 
(PARAMOUNT)

Laurels are justly due to Nancy Car- 
roll, the star of The Devil’s Holiday, 
playing this week at the local and Brook- 
lyn Paramount theaters, for a splendid 
performance, handled with subtlety and 
understanding in her difficult assign- 
ment on this picture We see a new dra- 
matic luminary on the screen horizon in 
Miss Carroll whose work in this picture 
is outstanding. 

The story, a powerful treatise, was 
vritten and directed by Edmund Gould- 
ir.g, to whom is due the greatest measure 
of credit for sympathetic and masterful 
handling of a delicate situation, and to 
him the enthusiastic applause which 
responded to his efforts at the finish 
were more than welcome.

He works only in Texas, and his 
outfit complete represents an invest- 
ment of approximately 830,000. We had 
a nice visit with him at Edinburg, Tex., 
recently, and found him a real fellow. 

“I note, also, that Mel-Roy is working

flown that way; at least, we turned them 
‘Way at nearly every stand. There had 

been a magic show there in four 
vears.”

When, in the course of dramatic 
events, it becomes necessary to decide 
between being nice and saying the un 
true and unwise but none the less 
“nice” things about amateur and little 
theater performancés, the fair-minded 
critic faces a problem not easy to solve 
Shall he speak the truth, according to 
his opinions and conscience, and tell the 
world that Amy Smith gave a very poo 
performance of Madame X? Shall he say 
that the Very New Players should not 
have attemipted Ibsen’s Ghosts, or shall 
he be “nice”’—and also unfair—and say 
that it was all just too wonderful, so 
that a good time will be had by all? 

It seems that drama reviewers on Dal- 
las, Tex, newspapers have beeen giving 
severe and “hardboiled” but evidently 
helpful criticisms of the Dallas Little 
Theater performances. A meeting of the 
executive committee was called recently 
by the Little Theater, and among those 
present were John Rosenfield, Jr., of 
The Dallas News, and Jack Beall, Jr., of 
The Times-Herald, whose comments this 
season were subjected to “critical re- 
viewing”. In other words it was a “crit- 
icism of the critics”. 

Lewis G. Spence, president, raised the 
question whether or not the Little The- 
ater should be given severe criticism 
since the group was entirely amateur. 

“I present this proposition solely for 
the sake of argument,” said Spence, 
“and, personally, I thank the newspapers 
for taking us seriously and regarding us 


important enough for their most care- 
ful, critical writing.” 
Fagar L. Flippen, past president and 


& member of the committee, said that 
the unprecedented attitude of the Dallas 
press been “a wholesome tonic” 
“The readers have the greatest confi- 
dence in the honesty and sincerity of 
local criticism,” he said. 

“I cannot say that I always agree with 
the judgment of the reviewers,” he said, 
“but I cannot say that I always disa- 
gree. The endeavors of the reviewers to 
be fair cannot be doubted for a moment. 
The press asks so much of the Little 
Theater that the organization is kept 
alert and constantly striving for better- 
ment,” 

It was pointed out, during the con- 
ference, that few Little Theaters else- 
where are given the benefit of construc- 
tive criticism or even looked upon. seri- 
ously by the newspapers. In most com- 
munities the productions are handled 
as social events and are covered 
organization's department of the news- 
papers without effort at criticism. 

Dallas still wants its reviewers “hard 
boiled”, and fortunate are the Little 
Theater groups that are given the acute 
opinions of experienced critics They 
should appreciate rather than resent the 
serious scrutiny of their efforts, as this

A large audience, a tense audience, 
filled the Waldorf Theater last night to 
witness the productions of the first four 
of the 20 little theater groups contend- 
ing for the Belasco Cup. All four, we 
noted with some surprise, were New York 
groups. 

Kenneth Macgowan, who needs no in- 
troduction to the little theaters, opened 
the tournament with an interesting ad- 
dress delightfully interspersed with bits 
of humor. He advised us “not to be 
discouraged about anything that might 
happen here tonight.” So we made up 
our minds not to be discouraged no mat- 
ter what happened, and we stayed that 
way, too, while buckets of heavy tragedy 
were poured out upon the altar of art. 
We were not discouraged, we were 


astounded to see fearless youth tossing 
bloody tragedy about like toy balloons. 
Youth, in a halo of blissful unconscious- 
ness, playing about with roles which 
on opening night would have given the 
“hebee-jebees” to many a road-seasoned 
thespian. 

Why?—an inner voice kept asking, 
why? Oh, why do little theater groups 
with perfectly good casts capable of 
doing fine work in the right play choose 
weird, lugubrious plots and plays? Why 
nust a murder, a suicide or a death con- 
spiracy followed by cringing contortiongs, 
wild- hysteria and subsequent madness, 

fe only in the hands of finished per- 
formers, have inevitable parts in more 
than half of all little theater produc- 
Liohs? 

Moving about in little theater tourna- 
ments and amateur theatricals, one is 
inclined to believe that four out of every 
five have the blue murder fever and the 
other knows just where to get it. 

Opening night a horrible, gruesome 
murder was committed, slowly, fright- 
fully, almost before our very eyes, per- 
petrated by a 13-year-old child upon her 
helpless, irresponsible brother. The best 
group acting of the evening, however, 
was exhibited in this, the heaviest of 
the playlets, The Sister's Tragedy, by 
Richard Hughes, and presented by the 
Henry Players of New York City. Here 
the youthful murderess, played by Ruth 
Hamowitz, struggles with a weird and 
strange psychological problem. Miss 
Hamowitz displayed some fine, if imma- 
ture, acting ability. 

By way of wandering from the fantas- 
tic our eyes strayed into the box and 
loge decorations .. . real “first-night at- 
mosphere” . lovely ladies in exquisite 
gowns attended by the well-dressed men 
of the evening ... top hats and all. 
white satin and ermine wraps with huge 
white fox collars predominated .. . 
crystal and diamond costume jewelry . . 
slim damsels and heavier dowagers wav- 
ing fans ...a hot, sultry evening.

We all talk about gambling in the 
theater and we know its hazards. A new 
play comes along with apparently the 
best of chances and then something goes 
wrong and one Saturday night the 
storage van of Cain’s warehouse is at 
the stage door and carries off the debris, 
but surely it is a strange freak of for- 
tune that a play written 411 B.C. by an 
ancient Greek named Aristophanes 
should be presented and prove to be 
such an enormous success. Forty-four 
of Aristophanes’ plays were known in 
antiquity, tho four of them were con- 
sidered doubtful Of those we possess 
ll, the only complete Greek comedies 
which have survived, besides the titles 
and numerous fragments of 26 others. 
Lysistrata could have been produced by 
any commercial manager without roya!l- 
ty. but few attempted it except perhaps 
in some college where it was put on as 
a curiosity, and now comes along a 
group of Philadelphians not at all in- 
terested in the commercial side of the 
theater and the play becomes an over- 


whelming success, so much so that the 
New York managers are clamoring for 
it. Such are the vagaries of the thea- 
ter.

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“The Billboard” Opens War 
On Contract-Jumping Shows 


EVERAL weeks ago The Billboard stated edi- 
~ torially that it intended giving full publicity 

to shows guilty of breaking contracts without 
good reason. It meant what it said. 

The first case to come to our attention is an 
outfit known as Lee Brothers’ United Shows, which 
is playing thru the South. This case was brought 
to our attention by L. D. Corey, adjutant, Roy Lam- 
mon’s Post No, 7, the American Legion, Yazoo 
City, Miss. His letter to us speaks for itself: 


Editor The Billboard: 


In justice to the square-dealing show fra- 
ternity and to the American Legion, which 
sponsors carnivals in thousands of com- 
munities thruout the United States, this post 
would appreciate any publicity and comment 
you see fit to make thru The Billboard on 
the deal we have just received from a con- 
cern, now styled Lee Brothers’ United 
Shows. 

Last week this outfit, at that time show- 
ing in Canton, Miss., under the auspices of 
the American Legion Post there, made a 
contract with us to show in Yazoo City for 
six days, beginning Monday, April 14. We 
billed the town, made arrangements for light 
current, the merchants subscribed for adver- 
tising space, signs were painted and news- 
paper ads inserted. 

On Monday we received word from this 
concern that they would not be able to open 
on Monday night, as the Canton authoritie 
would not allow them to move on Sunday 
Today (Tuesday) at noon we received a 
telegram that they would leave Canton at 
2:30 p.m., and arrive in Yazoo City about 
6 p.m. 

We now have received information that

they left Canton this afternoon, and were 
on their way out of the State, going into 
Tennessee. 

The officials of this concern are William 
Wunder, Robert Kline and George Baldwin 
—of course it will be a simple matter to 
change the name of the show, but we be 
lieve that the public should be warned 
against characters who bring disrepute upon 
the entire fraternity. 

We wish to state and emphasize the fact 
that they made no complaint regarding 
terms of contract, location or any other 
matter, but assured us within two or three 
hours of the time they left Canton that they 
would be here to show. 

(Signed) L. D. COREY, Adjutant. 


It then developed that the Lee Brothers’ United 
Shows was playing an engagement at Negro Base- 
ball Park, Memphis, Tenn. We had advised Mr. 
Corey that The Billboard is unalterably opposed to 
such tactics on the part of shows, but that it felt 
in all fairness to those concerned that further in- 
vestigation was necessary before any action could 
be taken. 


On Monday, April 28, we sent a letter to Robert 
Kline, registered mail, advising him of the com- 
plaint we had received and asking him for the 
show’s side of the story, adding that if we did not 
receive a reply within a week we would see that 
full publicity was given the case. Our letter was 
returned as unclaimed. 

Our letter to Mr. Corey prompted a second 
communication from him. It reads: 

Editor The Billboard: 

Yours of the 24th received last night. 
We received a telegram yesterday noon from 
the American Legion Department of Ten- 
nessee that the Lee Brothers’ United Shows 
were playing at Negro Baseball Park in 
Memphis. We got into communication with 
Col, Waring Roane, of Memphis, at once, 
forwarding the necessary papers with the 
request that he act to secure reimbursement 
for our losses, 

The Mess Kit, official publication of 
Post No. 1, Tennessee, issue of April 22, 
carried my letter in full regarding our ex- 
perience and mention of it wi!l also be made 
in the May issue of the Department of Ten- 
nessee bulletin. The National Adjutant of 
the Legion has also been notified, so that 
publication may be made in the bulletins 
issued to all State departments in May. 

Our contract was made personally with 
the officials of the show, Messrs. Wunder, 
Kline and Baldwin. 

In case my letter to your office was not 
explicit, I will restate the particulars—These 
people came here and made us a propo- 
sition to show under auspices of this Post 
for six days. Later they notified us from 
Canton, Miss., that the city authorities there 
would not allow them to load on Sunday, 
so they could not reach Yazoo until Mon- 
day night. Tuesday they sent a telegram 

that they would leave Canton about 2:30 
p.m. and reach here about 6 p.m. When 
they left Canton they went thru to Mem- 
phis, Tenn, 

Merchants here were solicited for ads, of 
which this Post received no percentage and 
which were collected for in advance. We 
made arrangements for electric current, 
rented a lot, secured space in the local 
papers, had posters printed and distributed. 

I wish to emphasize the fact that the 
how made no complaint to us, offered no 
reason for not coming and led us to believe 
they would be here even while packing to 
leave the State. We, to protect our reputa- 
tion, had to pay all bills and refund to the 
merchants what they had paid for advertis- 
ing and also for the painting of the signs. 

The Yazoo County Fair Association is 


composed entirely of members of this Post 
and has put on three successful fairs with a 
bigger one scheduled for this fall, and are 
now on a deal for a permanent fairgrounds. 
We are members of the State Fair Associa- 
tion. We have had pleasant dealings with 
the carnivals showing at our fairs. 

All we ask for is a square deal and when 
any trouble comes up we are willing to ad- 
just things on a fair basis and make allow- 
ances, but in the case of Lee Brothers we 
feel that we have been given a mighty dirty 
deal and we resent it, 

(Signed) L. D. COREY. 


We have seen the letter published in The Mess 
Kit in which Mr. Corey says: “Just before mailing 
this letter I was informed that this outfit had 
corresponded with Legion Post at Lebanon, Tenn. 
I am writing that Post today. We are anxious to 
find out where they locate so that we can take 
steps to collect what is due us. It is going to cost 
this Post over $200 and we can’t afford it. Would 
appreciate it if you can find out for us if they 
take out a license in Tennessee.” 


The Billboard believes that for the best interests 
of the entire outdoor amusement business contract- 
jumping shows such as this should be brought to 
the attention of the industry’s leaders that they may 
be spurred to take action against them. 

Is it any wonder that the carnival is laboring 
under such a deluge of unfavorable publicity when 
outfits such as this are permitted to exist and to 
employ such disgraceful tactics in dealing with 
legitimate, constructive organizations? The Ameri- 
can Legion is one of the strongest supporters cf 
carnivals. The Lee Brothers’ United Shows and the 
men behind it have caused this anti-carnival pub- 
licity to reach every Legion Department in the 
United States. How long do you think the Legion’s 
friendship can be held under such conditions? 


It is time for action. If the outdoor showmen, 
especially the carnival and fair leaders who have 
given their life and resources to building up the 
field, permit such organizations as this show to 
carry on unhampered and thus tear down what it 
has taken a lifetime to build up—then there is no 
hope for them. 


The Billboard has fought, does and will always 
fight for the best interests of the outdoor field, and 
it is on that basis that it now places this case before 
the outdoor show world. We refuse to sit by and 
allow such methods to be employed. The entire 
carnival world suffers and something must be 
done immediately to ccunteract this insidious in- 
fluence from within. 


The only thing that we can do is to attempt to 
bring such cases to the attention of the better 
element in the business. We believe that they should 
know of the bad influence such outfits have on 
their future. We give publicity also that organiza- 
tions, such as the American Legion, may guard 
against such shows and thus give their support only 
to those men and those shows that stand for what 
is best in the outdoor amusement field. It is only 
by following such a policy that unscrupulous shows 
can be forced out of the field. We realize and you 
showmen realize that they are taking money out of 
your pockets and making the going harder for you 
who conduct your business legitimately. 

This paper has published advertising from Lec 
Brothers’ United Shows, but in keeping with the policy 
herein laid down, the business office of The Pil 
beard has issued orders that in the future NO Al) 
VERTISING WILL BE ACCEPTED FROM LEE 
BROTHERS’ UNITED SHOWS, NOR FROM 
MESSRS, WUNDER, KLINE OR BALDWIN. 

We believe that it is the duty of those who 
stand for what is best in the outdoor show world 
to bring these contract-jumping shows and the cir 
cumstances surrounding the case to our attention. 
It is only thru your co-operation that we can ac- 
complish anything.

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Blames the Independent 
Editor The Billboard: 


1 read Frank J. Rembusch’s “15,000 
rxbibtters Can't Be Wrong’’; also Albert L. 
-..»'s “15.000 Exhibitors Can Be Wrong”. in 
rhe Billboard of May 3. 

My opinion, based on a little experience, 


is that they have been wrong for a long time. 
The great trouble with the Independent ex- 
hibitor, since there was such a being, is, 
that he has been for himself, first, last and 
all the time. The slogan of many of them has 
been and I have heard them utter it, “I'm 
goin’ to get mine while the gettin’s good”. 

The independent exhibitor has had it in his 
hand more than once to control the industry, 
but he let the chances slip thru his fingers. 
The independent exhibitors have never had a 
jam-up real organization for the reason that 
at no time have they been able to trust one 
another. The last great opportunity came 
when the independent exhibitors met, I think, 
in the year 1918 either in St. Paul or Minne- 
apolis. At this time the picture business was 
at a low ebb owing to production being cur- 
tailed by the government during the war. 

The Motion Picture Directors’ Association 
of America sent a delegation to this conven- 
tion to confer with the exhibitors regarding 
a plan which both parties had been consider- 
ing for some time, whe. ‘by a producing or- 
ganization could be formed between them to 
make pictures solely for the independents. 
At that time these exhibitors were stronger 
in number than they are today, and no such 
combinations existed as at present in the 
producing field, in theaters or wealth. 

Ninety per cent of the best motion picture 
directors in the world belonged to that group, 
the Directors’ Association. The independent 
exhibitors had the cream of that profession 
to choose from, and arrangements had been 
made with Wall Street to partly underwrite 
the proposition, and it remained only for the 
exhibitors to sign on the dotted line and chip 
in a few hundred dollars each, as their share 
in making the wheels go round. They were 
to be represented by a board to co-operate 
with the manager of productions. 

If this went over here was a guaranteed 
distribution of more than half the picture 
theaters in the United States. This bunch 
couldn't agree thru jealousy, distrust of each 
other, squabbling and lack of foresight. They 
still put up the old ery of “being shut out", 
and when opportunity knocked at their door 
they locked and barred it, and have none 
to blame but themselves. Since that time 
conditions have changed, the motion picture 
trust has in their employ all the best talent 
to be procured for the production of pictures, 
they have built more attractive theaters and 
they make the kind of pictures they want 
the public to see—quality is another question. 
The independent exhibitor could have had 
such an organization of his own, and who 
can say but what they would have held the 
dominating position in the motion picture 
industry today.

In the April 12 issue of The Billboard 
there appeared two letters concerning jug- 
fling. John Bennett and Archie Onri both 
agree that W. C. Fields did a silent act in his 
early days on the stage. This contradicts 
the statement made by D. G. Couden in an 
earlier contribution to the effect that W. C. 
Fields was the original talking juggler. Altho 
I am much too young to have seen W. C. 
Fields in his early days, I have before me 
an article which appeared in The American 
Magazine about three years ago in which W. 
C. Fields says in part, to his interviewer: 
“When I began I used to do what we call a 
dumb act. That is, I didn’t talk.” 

When I first started juggling about six 
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years ago I caught W. C. Pields at the Ma- 
jestic Theater, Boston, where he was playing 
in the musical show, “Poppy”. He spoke 
lines in the show, but did no talking while 
juggling. 

Mr. Bennett mentions a John Zimmer who 
bounced six balls on a marble slab. I would 
like to know what method he used. Did he 
shower them or cross them? Mr. Onri says 
that Joe Alexander bounced seven balls. Does 
he do it on the stage? 

What Archie Onri says about showmanship 
in juggling is very important, I believe. We 
have been talking about who holds the record 
for juggling the greatest number of articles, 
but we haven't considered the fact that the 
audience doesn’t know or care how many 
articles are being juggled as long as the trick 
is put over. Bobby May juggles seven balls, 
yet when he played the Palace not long ago 
the reviewer in The Billboard gave him credit 
for only six. That shows how little the non- 
juggler cares how many articles are being 
manipulated. As J. F. Dooley says, “It isn’t 
what you do, it’s the way you do it.” W. C. 
Fields’ most effective routine was done with 
three balls I am told. 

But for the juggler’s own personal satis- 
faction there's nothing like being able to add 
just one more ball, plate or club.

Remember a lot of American phrases and 
Slang are foreign to English audiences. 

5. Be prepared for a cutting down of your 
running time. This applies especially at the 
London Palladium where they run thru an 
ll-act bill in record time. They call it high- 
speed variety and it is. 

6. Don’t be afraid to take good advice, we 
offer it in your best interest. 

7. The English audience is the best in the 
world. If you have something original to 
offer they'll welcome you with open arms.

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The Independent Theater Men Dig In 


CARCELY a week elapses that some pro- 
phetic soul does not consign the inde- 
pendent theater owner to a cold, dank 
grave. These lugubrious forebodings May 
im some cases be the expression of a hope, 
but they are not without justification. 

For several years the mortality rate among the in- 
dependents has rivaled that of the Grand Army, and 
to some their extinction seems just as inevitable. It 
is time the theater owners themselves gave heed to 
the situation, for if they are not to remain in this 
business, they had better be choosing some other 
means of livelihood. If the trend continues un- 
abated, it will only be a matter of time—a very short 
time—until the independent will take his place 
alongside the dodo. 

The factors making for extinction of the inde- 
pendent are not hard to identify, and he gets a 
75-25 break in the matter of responsibility. The 
chief factor in all competitive situations is his in- 
ability to get good pictures within a reasonable time 
after their first run in a producer-owned exploita- 
tion house. Closely akin is his inability to duplicate 
the luxuries of the de luxe houses, which lure away 
his patrons in ever-increasing numbers. Finally, the 
increased cost of equipment and film accompanying 
the introdvction of sound has proved too much for 
the many shoe-strine operators. These factors have 
proved too great a handicap for even the most ef- 
ficient showmen in some situations. They have gone 
down fighting, overwhelmed by conditions with 
which it was humanly impossible to cope. 

On the other hand, many who might have sur- 
vived have perished, because they did not possess 
the requisite business acumen to make the grade. 
We observe large numbers of houses in the course of 
our travels which we know are doomed. They are 
not difficult to identify. They have dirty, battered 
entrances, devoid ot all attraction for the dis- 
criminating theatergoer. There are dead lamps in 
the illuminated sign. The faces of the cashier and 
doormen never light up with.a smile, never display 
a flicker of interest. It is Saturday and the picture 
is a highly sophisticated society drama. The owner 
does not belong to his local organization, he does 
not read the trade papers, he does not know any- 
thing about his business and he does Not Care. 


Value of Community Service 


Notwithstanding all this, there are from 8,000 to 
10,000 independently owned theaters in the United 
States which reasonably may expect to stay in busi- 
ness indefinitely. Many of these are in small towns, 
which are unattractive to the chains and which will 
not be subjected to the kind of competition that has 
driven their urban brethren to the wall. But re- 
gardless of competitive conditions, they pin their 
hopes on a new kind of showmanship, which can 
not be imitated by the chains, and upon effective or- 
ganization. They intend hereafter not merely to sell 
entertainment, but to sell themselves, their services 
and their theaters as well. The technique of this 
new showmanship they are learning from their or- 
fAnizations and from the limited number of trade 
papers that have displayed a sincere interest in their 
welfare. It consists largely in entrenching them- 
selves in the regard of their patrons by the rendition 
of effective community service. 

A number of important chain executives have 
been quoted recently to the effect that chain opera- 
tion in the smaller centers is not profitable. They 
have indicated that they were disposed to turn back 


their theaters in such places to independent oOp- 
erators. They do not say that these spots are hope- 
less; they frankly admit that they can be more ef- 
ficiently and satisfactorily handled by individual 
operato Th not peculiar to theaters, but ap- 
plies to chai. operation generally, particularly in 
roceries and drugs. There is a growing conviction 
that there are definite limits to successful chain 


operation, and that the size of the communities 
served is an important element. In addition to the 
economic factors, there is a growing prejudice against 
chains in the rural communities which is working 
havoc in the mercantile lines. The storm has not 
broken over the theatrical field, largely because the 

ani: wisely stood aloof. but it may be 
expected to hav an important effect as time

Open to Attack 


The theater owner, standing alone, is open to all 
manner of attack He can not get consideration 
from the closely allied producers. He can not come 


bat the first runs in their demands for greater and 
still greater protection. He can not protect himself 
against unfairne in the arbitration of trade dis- 
putes. He is at the mercy of orranizations of em- 
ployees He has no club against high prices. He is 
one of the most dependent creatures in the world 
All this makes it necessary for him to join with other 
exhibitors for mutual protection. Thus you will find 
that the successful exhibitor is generally a good 
organizaiion man. He knows what collective think- 
ing and organized effort can accomplish for him. He 
is willing to brave the sniping of the politicians of 
the industrv and their sycophants in order to build 
a defense that will be of avail in times of stre 
Modern ideas of orranization go beyond the mere 
protection of the theater owner in his business and 
property. Education of the theater owners plays an 
important part in the work of the up-to-date ex- 
hibitor associations. They tell the members how to

conduct their theaters; how to buy their pictures, and 
how to exploit them. But the latest in organized 
eftort is co-operative buying, both of pictures and 
supplies. Several units affiliated with the Allied 
States Association have gone into this feature of the 
work extensively, and others are preparing to follow 
their example. In some instances this is accomplished 
thru arrangements made by the national organiza- 
tion, and made available to all affiliated bodies; 
more often the deals are made by the locals for their 
own benefit. 


The Independent’s Offense 

These co-operative arrangements have been mis- 
represented by persons whose business it is to thwart 
all organized effort by the theater owners, but these 
shabby tactics have not had the effect to destroy the 
value of the deals to the exhibitors. This value con- 
sists in getting necessary supplies for the theater 
owners at less than they would otherwise have to 
pay. Because of the mobilizing of buying power, the 
sellers are able to give discounts which effect a 
material saving to the exhibitors and at the same 
time enable them adequately to finance their organi- 
zations. The horror expressed by the producer 
courtesans at the latter result is truly laughable 
when we consider that the independent theater 
owners are required, thru the payment of film royal- 
ties, to contribute to the support of the producer 
crganization. The real offense of the independent in 
the eyes of these agents is in refusing to lie down 
and die. 

Michigan, which has the most alert and efficient 
exhibitor organization in the country, has formed a 
co-operative booking combination, which is being

watched with deepest interest by other States. There 
seems to be no valid reason why, if a group of thea- 
ters operated as a chain may have the benefits cf 
group buying, a group of independently owned and 
operated theaters may not also. There should be no 
difference from the standpoint of the producer-dis- 
tributors, unless they are willing to confess to a sinister 
motive to drive all independents out of business 
Any objection from the Government would come 
with bad grace, since it has stood supinely by and 
allowed the producer-owned chains to gobble up 
theaters by the thousands. If the plan succeeds, it 
should prove a stanch aid to the independents in 
their struggle for existence. 


Relief From Protection 


The independents also hope thru their organiza- 
tions to find some relief from the ever-increasing 
burden of protection. The producers and chains 
tactitly admit that in many places protection has 
been pushed beyond any possible necessity. There is 
reason to believe that in some of the great corpora- 
tions engaged both in selling films and operating 
theaters differences have arisen regarding this sub- 
ject. The managers of the theater departments 
naturally want all the protection they can get, The 
sales managers, on the other hand, want to get as 
much from the subsequent runs of their pictures a: 
possible. This clash of interest may explain the 
apparent willingness of the producers to treat with 
the independents on this all-important subject 
Whatever the cause, it holds out a possibility of re- 
lief, and, therefore, will be welcomed by the inde- 
pendents 

A possible fly in the ointment is the difference in 
the proposals thus far made as to the machinery for 
adjusting the delicate relations between prior and 
subsequent run theaters. The producers acting un- 
der the guidance of the Hays organization seek to 
confine all contracts and negotiations to the film- 
board zones in which the controversies originat¢ 
They are reluctant to admit that any of the ex- 
hibitor problems are national in scope, or that there 
is any justification for a national exhibitor organiza- 


tion. The independents, thru the Allied States As- 
sociation, agree that zoning plans should in the first 
instance be worked out in the territory where they 
are to apply, but go further and contend that there 
should be a national appeal board for the adjust- 
ment cf disputes which can not be settled in the 
ones. Thus they would extend the principle of ar- 
bitration to a new field, on the theory that in the 
absence of agreement arbitration affords the best 
solution. 


Arbitration 


The spectators at the recent industry conferences 
in New York must have wondered whether the par- 
ticipants had not exchanged sides of the table. The 
Allied representatives who had (unfairly) been writ- 
ten Cown as foes of arbitration were contending fo: 
the extension of arbitration to the big problems of 
the industry, and were being opposed by the erst- 
while friends of arbitration. It would not be fair to 
let the subject rest on this generalization, however, 
as the argument is not so onesided. The producer- 
owned theaters today have enormous investments as 
compared with the independents, and, consequent- 
ly, in the erbitration of differences have Much to 
lose and little to gain. 

In the expressive language of Mr. Kent, of Para- 
mount, it would be like a man with a thousand 
dollars entering a poker game with men who had 
only a few dollars between them. 

But the Allied proposals contemplate that differ- 
ences in capital investment, good will and other 
relevant factors shall be taken into account by the 
arbitrators in reaching a decision. If that kind of 
arbitration is not fair, then no arbitration is fair, 
since it rarely happens that both parties to a sub- 
mission are equal in all particulars. It would ap- 
pear that if arbitration is a suitable method of 
settling the claims of the distributors against th: 
exhibitors for failing to assign play dates, for damage 
to film and all the other petty disputes of the busi- 
ness, it is equally appropriate for the solution of tae 
major problems of the industry 

One of the reasons for Allied’s insistence on ar- 
bitration in this connection, is that her leaders are 
anxious to established as many points of contact as 
possible between the several branches of the ia- 
dustry. It is their belief, for example, that if repre- 
sentatives of the affiliated theaters can work to- 
gether for the elimination of misunderstanding and 
injustice they will soon evolve a technique of co- 
operation that will make for industria] solidarity 
This would certainly be welcomed by the far- 
sighted leaders of the industry; it would as certainly 
result in the elimination of the politicians who have 
made a place for themselves by stirring up a)i- 
tagonisms and then pointing with alarm at the re- 
sults of their work, 


Relief Expected 


However these differences are resolved, I believe 
that some measure of relief will be afforded those 
independents who aré now being smothered by ex- 
cessive protection. If so, it will be a lifesaver for 
many worthy exhibitors who, if given half a chance, 
will take care of themselves. I do not believe the 
extent of the cruelty practiced thru undue and mul- 
tiple protection has been fuily realized. I could cite 
many instances of men crowded out in this way who 
were in no degree responsible for their failure. The 
checker-boarding of theaters by the chains and the 
taking of double and even treble protection against 
independent theaters not only is common, but 
creates @ condition in which the independent can 
not live. This is an intolerable state of affairs, and 
far-seeing executives like Mr. Kent are prepared to 
work out a remedy 

Arbitration in principle is unexceptionable, bu’ 
under the system as practiced in the industry prio 
to the recent decision of Judge Thacher outlawing it 
many abuses crept in. The Thacher decision ha 
been appealed to the Supreme Court, but there | 
evidence of a disposition on the part of the producers 
to negotiate a hew system minus the features con- 
demned by the court. If a system can be devised 
under which the exhibitor can not be coerced into 
paying for pictures sold under misrepresentation, o1 
which he was compelled to buy under the block 
system in order to fill play dates made vacant by 
the withholding of pictures previously bought, a 
creat forward stride will have been made 

Most thoughtful exhibitors recognize the value of 
a standard exhibition contract They want unl- 
formity and certainty in their dealings with the dis- 
tributors. The exhibitor leaders and representative: 
of the producers have tentatively agreed on the 
fundamentals of a new contract. The details which 
at this writing remain to be worked out relate to 
the score charges and advance deposits. The Allied 
representatives have striven mightily to find out 
why the exhibitors should pay a score charge when 
they are already paying a music tax. No satisfactory 
explanation has been made, and the underlying 
license agreements, which the distributors say re- 
quire the charge, have not been produced for ex- 
amination. It was indicated at the conferences that 
the distributors would consider the subject afresh 
and it is my profound hope that something will b: 
done to relieve the theater owners from what appear 
to be a form of double taxation. 


Thus gradually and almost imperceptibly the

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An Outline of Fair Development 


HE origin of the first fairs of antiquity has 
never been written. Their beginning is a 
matter of conjecture. There is no one 
wise enongh to tell us when fairs had 
their beginning, any more than those who 
are wise enough to tell us when religion 

was given birth. We do Know that the early fairs 

were held in connection with religious organizations. 

The priesthood was the first collector for concessions 

sold, and this money went to the religious organiza- 

tions. Space for the exhibits was allotted and money 
for concessions Was collected by the priests. Max 

Goodman and other concessionaires settled with the 

priests and not with the fair secretary. 

All manner of sports were indulged in at these 
fairs. 

When Paul was on his journeys to establish the 
Christian church, he ran into many fairs, the first 
fair being the one at Ephesus. He attended a fair 
at Antioch. He assembled the people together and 
preached to them at their fairs. The Jews, with their 
packs, went from fair to fair, carrying their wares, 
and there opened shop. They had storehouses along 
the routes, and when they would sell out, they would 
go back to their storehouses and replenish their 
stocks. A letter of credit was issued, and all trading was 
done on paper. These pack peddlers carried no coin 
with them, fearing robbers. So, after all, we do not 
know really who started this credit and banking 
business. 

When Paul first visited Ephesus, preaching, the 
silversmiths of the town had a meeting, and stoned 
Paul for bringing in a new god. These silversmiths 
sold souvenirs at the fairs, and the leading industry 
was to make and sell a little brass figure of their 
Goddess Diana, standing in the doorway of the tem- 
ple. These images were sold at the fairs. Demetrius 
was the leading silversmith, and he was the first 
concessionaire that we have any record of. Paul 
was stoned and left for dead by Demetrius and the 
other silversmithe for introducing another God and 
interfering with their concession business. They had 
what they believed the “ex” on all concessions, and 
they had settled with the priesthpod for this privilege. 

Hereodotus, the grandfather of history, wrote 
about fairs. He ran into fairs in many countries he 
visited. 

The Bible abounds in passages relative to fairs. 
The Book of Ezekiel refers to fairs in many places 


Fairs Before Christ 


We know that fairs existed long before Christ 
They date back to Aristotle. Aristotle, the teacher 
of Alexander the Great, was a promoter of fairs. He 
promoted exhibitions of horticulture. He wrote a 
book on botany. He rave name to trees, flowers and 
vegetables, and these names, many of them, endure 
to this time. He made exhibitions of these products, 

In the great story of Esther is furnished some- 
thing about fairs. Didn't King Ahaseusus give a fair 
for six months to show the glories of his kingdom? 
Did he not, at the time of this fair, call his subjects 
together and brag about the charms of his queen? 
Didn't he summon this lady to appear before his 
subjects, in order that she might dance and display 
her charms of person, and prove to his subjects that 
his was no idle boast, that his queen was the most 
beautiful of all the Persian women? ‘This Book of 
Esther is the story of a cunning Jewess, who had the 
charms and used them to the undoing of Haman. 

This occurrence and the results have been the 
means of furnishing one of the great Jew holidays— 
the Feast of Purim. 

I find in Josephus paragraphs alluding to fairs. 

As I have said, when fairs began, no one knows. 
Their origin, no one knows. 

The spirit to excel has been a factor in the 
human race for years and hundreds of years. Man 
has always wanted to outdo his neighbor. He wants 
fo produce the best horses, the best cattle, the best 
inventions, the best products cf the soil, the best 
fruits of the orchards. 

We take many lessons of fairs from the Bible. 
Take the Garden of Eden, for an example. It fur- 
nishes a lesson for fairs. 

Take the story of Cain and Abel, for instance. 
These brothers were competitors before the Hebrew 
God, Yahweh. Of course, this is the Bible story. 
Jealousy was the real trouble with these brothers. 
Abel was jealous of Cain. Abel had a twin sister, and 
they fell out about her. Cain slew Abel and took her 
to wife. Her name was Awan. 

The story of Ahad furnishes us another “fair” 
story. King Ahad wanted the vineyard of Naboth 
that he might get the grapes to show at the fair. 
He needed some to make up his exhibit. He did the 
same as many of our exhibitors—get the exhibit 
from the other fellow and do a little cheating with 
the judges. 


Nothing New 

W. D. Smith, of Missouri, read a very interesting 
paper at the Chicago meeting in December. ‘This 
meeting was that of the International Association 
of Fairs and Expositions, held annually. I am sure 


he will forgive me if I plagiarize a little, None = 
us is original. 
There is nothing new under the sun. Take 


Shakespeare for a sample of this. He was the great- 
est of all English writers. Shakespeare had better 
mastery of the English language than any writers 
during or since his time. He drew his inspiration 
from being a great reader of the Bible and Plutarch’s

Lives. In fact, this is about all the literature he had. 
And what did he do? Why he copied paragraph after 
paragreph from these two sources, and used them, 
giving no credit from the source from whence they 
came. The early Bible writers did the same thing. 
They took liberties with early writers, and copied 
in their Bible literally word for word, and then they 
try to make us believe it is all original and inspired. 

So, we are all plagiarists. And right here is where 
I am going to cut right in on W. D. Smith and use 
some of the things he said in his wonderful paper 
before the Fair and Exposition people assembled in 
Chicago in December. 

The first exposition since the Christian era was 
at Venice, in 1286. My, this was a long time ago! 
The various guilds of the Queen City of the Seas 
marched thru the narrow streets to the great Square 
of St, Mark's, and their leaders asked the Dogaressa 
to inspect the products of their industry, that they 
might be awarded a prize. 


First Modern Exhibition 


The first modern exhibition was held in London 
in 1756. 

At Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, was held a great 
exhibition. It was the Centennial Exposition, cele- 
brating the anniversary of American Independence. 
It was held in 1876. The funds for this exposition 
were raised by private subscription. The Govern- 
ment at Washington was appealed to, and the Gov- 
ernment cut in and loaned the enterprise additional 
money. This was all paid back to the Government. 
This exposition occupied some 50 acres of ground. 
The number of visitors was nearly 10,000,600 people, 
out of which number some 8,000,000 paid admissions. 


J. W. RUSSWURM, 
fair historian, has 
been secretary of the. 
Tennessee State Fair 
at Nashville for many 
years, and to him is 
due great credit for 
the success of this big 
State fair plant. He 
is a former officer of 
the International Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and 
Expositions, taking 
over the presidency in 
December, 1920, when 
the International and ~~ 

American Association of Fairs and Expositions were 
combined in Chicago under the name of Interna- 
tional-American Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tions. He held the office for one year, retiring 
when the word “American” was dropped from 
the title of the organization. 
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The entire receipts, gates and®@concessions, ran about 
$3,500,000. One day—Pennsylvania Day-—-the attend- 
ance was 274,919, the larrest number that ever visited 
any exposition up to that time in a single day. 

In 1878 the Paris Exhibition was held. The at- 
tendance was 13,000,000. 

In 1893, in celebration of the 400th anniversary 
of the discovery of America, an exhibition was held 
in Chicago. This immense exhibition covered 580 
acres. It was given at a cost of over $35,000,000. The 
attendance was 39,000,000. 

St. Louis followed with the celebration of the 
Louisiana Purchase. This was a $25,000,000 enter- 
prise. 

The Panama Exposition in San Francisco was a 
$60,000,000 enterprise. Practically every State in the 
Union and many foreign countries were represented. 


“The Century of Progress” 
Now, the next great exposition, and biggest of 


them all, will be “The Century of Progress’, to be 
held in Chicago in 1931-2-3. It will not be an 


exhibition of products only, but an exposition show- 
ing developments in all lines of endeavor. It will 
focus the licht of the world-building forces that 
have brought us up to now. It will display what 
science, coupled with industry, has done, and the 
great wonders growing out of these two things. Over 
200 of our foremost thinkers are working out the 
details of this great undertaking. It will be the last 
word in exhibitions. The attendance—well, it will 
stagger you to contemplate it. 

So much for this short history of what has been, 

The fairs of today are the world’s greatest edu- 
cators. 

Nothine, no sort of sport, horseracing, football, or 
anything, is as largely attended as the big fairs. 
Some of the larger fairs boast of attendance that 
runs up in the hundreds of thousands in a day. 
And expositions like the one in Toronto, over 
2,500,000 people attend during a Single fair period. 
Nothing attracts like a good fair. The forms of 
education and amusement are so varied that what 
appeals to one may not appeal to another. But all 


can find education and amusement to their taste 
at a big fair. Our most successful fairs of the 
present period are based on the educational founda- 
tion. They are so firmly planted on this solid foun- 
dation of education that nothing can ever take 
their place in the educational world. These big fairs 
are the show windows, the clearing houses, as it 
were. 

Now, the fairs that are the most successful are 
the ones that have at their head men of vision. It 
is only in progress that their great success can be 
made. But progress is very difficult to attain, and 
it takes a man of brains. The public’s ever-chang- 
ing mind has to be studied, and to met the demands 
of the public’s ever-changing mind is the business 
of the manasement of fairs, especially the secretary 
of a fair. He must know something of the great 
works of art, that the right selections May be had. 
He must know about Petcr Paul Rubens, Rembrandt, 
Dore, Landseer, Michelangelo, Leonardo da Vinci 
and other great masters from whose works we find 
copies in art galleries. He must know something 
about music, good music. He should Know some- 
thing about Verdi, Richard Wagner, Liszt, Schumann, 
Chopin, Handel, Brahms, etc., etc. that he May 
know what is best for those who Know and ap- 
preciate the beautiful. Of course, there are a lot 
of people who do not care for this—they prefer the 
productions of our art schools, something that “Mary 
painted” and “Sallie sketched”. These things have 
a local coloring. Many people want to hear jazz. They 
do not care for what is known as high-brow stuff. 
And, so on down the line, the public must be studied, 
the ever-changing mind. What will do this year will 
not be worth a d—n next year. 


Must Keep Step 


Fairs must keep step with progress and the 
ever-changing mind. Sixty years ago America Was 
four months wide. Fast trains now cross it in four 
days, and aeroplanes will soon cut down its width 
to 24 hours. We are pro¢ressing, and fairs must keep 
step or they will fall out of line and their usefulness 
will be lost. 

New ideas—ever new ideas—miust be the business 
of a secretary of a fair to make it fulfill its mission, 
and that mission is to educate. The larger and 
better of our fairs should feature some One thing at 
their big expositions, some one iine of endeavor. One 
year a great dairy show, and another year a great 
corn or cotton show, or cattle show. These shows 
should embrace more than the raw materials. They 
should have in their exhibits the by-products that 
show the many useful articles made from these raw 
materials, as our big fairs are no longer fairs, they 
ere expositions. Another year, feature something 
new, and this will take away much of the sameness 
often at these big shows. Make displays of the best 
things that are produced in the territory in which 
the fair is held, the things that sell the best and 
are the best Moneygetters for the producers of that 
particular section. 

Make every exhibit educational. 

Get away from the big pumpkin and the fattest 
hog idea. All sizes of pumpkins can be canned and 
sold on the market. The packers do not want the 
largest and fattest hogs. They find that hogs that 
weigh from 140 to 160 pounds are the most de- 
sirable and bring the best prices on the market. 

Boys and cirls’ work should be the best part of 
every fair These boys and girls are going to be the 
men and women of tomorrow. Feature their work 
Keep them interested and make them feel that their 
vocations are worth while. 


Value of 4-H Clubs 


All of our fairs in the South, especially the large: 
fairs in Temnessee, are leaders in this work. The 
4-H clubs and the Smith-Hughes workers are going 
to have precedence over everything else in one of 
our bigger fairs of the State. The head of each de- 


partment of this boys and girls’ work will be an ex- 
perienced superintendent. They will be experienced, 
and, after all, practical teachers. These teachers are 


going to be men and women who have come right 
up from the ranks, as it were There will be 
girls’ and boys’ corn shows, displays of tobacco, poul- 
try, dairy and beef-cattle judging cont domestic 
art, dOémestic science. No work of the girl and boy 
but what will be represented. It will be a show of 
actual products. More than $10,000 in premiums 
will be paid in these departments 

The Beef Cattle Show was started for boys and 
girls four years ago at the Tennessee State Fair. At 
the first show only nine head were displayed, the 
next year 65 head, the third year 258, and last year 
over 600 head. Premiums of over $4,000 were paid, 
and the cattle sold for over $50,000 iramediately fol- 
lowing the awards. Every boy and girl showing 
made money, and all cattle brought from 1 to 4 
points above the market. This vear the premiums 
will run over $8,000. This show has so outgrown 
itself that while it is a part of the Tennessee State 
Fair, this feature has to be carried over until Novem- 
ber. as there is not room enough on the State Fair 
grounds to house this number of cattle during the 
holding of the State Pat 

Amusements? Yes. by all means The mo 
amusements the better, provided they are hi h 
class and educational 

Fairs are places where people gacher for study and 
entertainment, particularly a place o be enter-

most perplexing problems of the ex- 


hibitors are working toward solution 
This is cheering, even if it does not 
quite warrant cheers. The Allied leaders 
are making no claims, but look with 
Satisfaction on what has been accom- 
plished, and have turned their faces 
toward the future. Future accomplish- 
ment depends in large measure upon the 
record the exhibitor leaders make for 
fidelity to the interests of their followers 
and for constructive thought and action 
They must be alert to gain. ground 
wherever possible, and yet be able and 
willing to see and concede the rights of 
others. The agitators and politicians 
who do not wish to see any issue settled, 
because they depend for their existence 
on strife, must be subordinated in ex- 
hibitor ranks as well as elsewhere. 

Thus it will be seen that the inde. 
pendent exhibitor is digging in and is 
preparing to hold his ground from now 
on. He has retreated until his back is 
against the wall. In the ensuing struggie 
he must use all the resources at his 
command. He is ousting the false lead- 
ers and decoy ducks and is adopting a 
policy that is both straightforward and 
businesslike. He realizes that if he Is 
to progress he must command the re- 
spect of those with whom he deals. Al- 
together he is quite a different fellow 
from the exhibitor which his enemies 
are wont to describe. All he needs is a 
fair chance. If the other branches of 
the industry are wise, they will accord it 
to him.

tained. Many times as many people go 
to fairs for amusement as they do for 
education. 

We live in an age of music Have 
the best bands that money can hire. Get 
goed soloists. Music is supposed to bo 
a compound of the stuff that dreams 
are made of—hazy, misty, dim, intangi- 
ble feelings, set to sounds. 

Every department of the fair to be 
successful and meet its purpose must be 
educational, and have a purpose for its 
production. Nothing should be featured 
at a big fair until it can be shown that 
the product or products can be produced 
at a profit. 

The heads of all departments should 
be people with intelligence—people who 
can explain to the visitors all stages 
of production, from the planting, forms 
of cultivation, etc., even the various by- 
products that are produced from the 
articles on exhibition. 

There are so many features of a big 
fair and so many details that have to 
be thoueht out and carried thru, it is 
impossible to do justice to the subject 
in a single article. 

Suffice all else, the whole can be 
summed up in a few words. Everything 
must be educational. A profit must be 
shown in production. Everything should 
be practical—an object lesson—if fol- 
lowed in the right way. that profit may 
grow out of its production. 

And so this is my story. Some of it 
gathered from reading, most of it 
plagiarized, and some little of it from 
experience of over 25 years of fair study 
work.

E WONDER if John Ringling knows that popcorn fritters are sold 


on the John Robinson Circus at 15 cents apiece. 


This item was 


published in our last issue, and exception has been taken to it 
by Jess Adkins, manager of the show. After asking that a retraction 
be made, Adkins says, among other things: “Not only have we never 
handled ‘popcorn fritters’, but | want to advise you, if you did not 
notice it, that the venders of our merchandise, each and every one of 
them, have a sign on their caps, stating the price of the article which 


they are selling.” 


We were pleased to have Adkins write us on this subject, and gladly 


give space to his rejoinder. 


However, while we may have been wrong in 


referring to the concession as “popcorn fritters”, which is the term used 
by stores in Cincinnati selling it, and while Adkins makes no reference 
to it as crackerjack, which 1s probably the name for it around the show, 
there was such a concession (candied popcorn pressed into brick shape) 
sold on the show in Cincinnati at 15 cents apiece. 


Since publishing the paragraph on the subject in the last issue, we 


learned, thru a very reliable source also, that another may 


was charged 


the same price for the product, much to his voiced disapproval, but to 


the apparently deaf ears of the butcher. 


While from another good source 


comes word that, in another section of the seats, only 10 cents was 
charged for the same concession. If there were signs on the venders’ caps 
announcing the price, our informants failed to notice such on the night 
in question (the invitation dress rehearsal). 


Not knowing at the time whether the price of 15 cents was in con- 
formity with the rules of the show, we published the paragraph in the 
last issue merely as a suggestion, with the friendliest of feeling toward 
both Ringling and Adkins, in the hope that if it was a violation of rules 


to exact that price, 


some action would be taken 


in doing just what 


Adkins says is being done—placing signs containing the price on the cans 


of the venders. 


Furthermore, it was done not only as a suggestion to the 


John Robinson Circus management, but other shows, to take the necessary 
precautions to avoid adverse comment when exorbitant prices are charged 
for merchandise without the public knowing in advance the amount to 


be exacted.

A PROMINENTLY connected news- 
paperman in Denver writes in part: “In 
the March 29 issue of The Billboard, Cor- 
ral department, this question was asked:

In answer to this 
query we would say, probably never. 
There are several reasons for this, but 
probably the most important is that 
Denver has no place to stage a really big 
contest of this kind. True, we have the 
University of Denver Stadium, but we 
are sure they would not allow the sod 
to be torn up by a rodeo. The same 
goes for the Western League Baseball 
Park. Overland Park would never do, as 
the buildings are badly in need of repair 
and there is much pressure being 
brought to bear on the city officials to 
convert the grounds into a municipal 
golf course, which will probably be done 
in another year or so. There is not one 
person and probably no group of persons 
that would risk erecting the necessary 
grand stands and other buildings in ad- 
dition to staging such an affair until] it 
would be put on a paying basis. An- 
other reason, and probably as important, 
is the proximity of Denver to Cheyenne, 
where the Frontier Days is held every 
year. Wholesale houses in Denver would 
frown on any attempt to hold an an- 
nual event in competition with that 
celebration. In Denver the Frontier 
Days celebration is regarded almost a 
part of Denver's activities. Everyone 
here is mighty glad when the weather is 
good during that week and when 
Cheyenne entertains large crowds. The 
Denver Post and the Union Pacific send 
a special train filled with business men 


to visit the event. There have been 
rodeos held locally, but the promoters 
usually broke even or lost. We think we 
are safe in asserting that Denver will 
never be the scene of an outstanding 
rodeo contest.” Well, in view of that 
opinion, about all Rowdy Waddy can 
say is MORE POWER to Cheyenne, as 
under such a condition she sure is caus- 
ing the capital city of another prominent 
Western State to sit up and take notice.

FROM C. F. HAFLEY—“It is regret- 
table that many rodeo and contest hands 
do not appreciate how important it is 
to dress flashily and ‘Western’. It is 
apparent that they fail to consider the 
fact that the success of any rodeo 
largely depends upon the flashy and 
fine appearance of the people as much 
as it does upon the stock and equip- 
ment, and that over 50 per cent of the 
success of the front gate and 95 per cent 
of the success of the performance can 
be attributed to the carrying out of 
this feature. And a successful show 
Means many more shows and just that 
much more work for the hands. This is 
a fact that cannot be escaped and any 
showman. will verify my 
statements. 

“Good-looking cowboy hats and boots, 
when kept spick and span, always attract 
attention of people on the streets and 
a@re an asset that any show can be 
proud of. In the arena it is the same— 
a, well-dressed act will invariably dis- 
count one of even greater merit. The 
acts that wear overalls or jumpers, a 
slouch hat or a cap, fail to click 9 times 
out of 10. They don't seem able to get 
the crowds with them regardless of how 
good they are or how hard they work. 
Any cowboy or cowgirl contestant with 
@ reputation for good wardrobe and out- 
fit, if they wear it on the street and in 
the show, can always secure more con- 
tracts than the ‘Overall Kid’. 

“I have never been able to fathom the 
idea why many of the hands are so 
conscious of their Western hats and 
boots. They are a symbol of the true 
West and are admired by everyone. If 
these hands feel any shame or bashful- 
ness about doing this type of dress, then 
surely they do not belong in the rodeo 
business and should move to Jersey. 

“One little incident that should prove 
the logic and saneness of what I have 
here written took place at Madison 
Square Rodeo, New York, last fall, and 
will be remembered by many of the 
hands. When the riders were selected 
for the quadrille staged there the selec- 
tions were not made from the cowboys 
and cowgirls with the best riding abil- 
ity, but according to their excellent 
appearance—and this act was one of the 
outstanding features of the entire show. 

“I hope that the opinions that I hold 
in this matter may be construed as 
advice, and as such accepted by the 
spirit in which they are given. All the 
hands, I feel very certain, know that 
anything that I might say is for the 
good of the business we are following 
and that I have their interests at heart 
at all times. I believe they will agree 
that I should know something about the 
business after following it for 30 years, 
starting as a bronk rider on the plains, 
then with Pawnee Bill, and afterward 
with many other shows.”

Amusement Resortorials

MANAGER who can sell his park to the public and build up a 

substantial patronage, when in reality he has no park to sell, is 

a wiz. But there is no such “animal”, to borrow a slang ex- 
pression. Of course, we don’t mean that there is actually no park to 
sell. We mean the emptiness of it; the lack of late-model rides, high- 
class attractions, good music, proper facilities and general recreation 
features. In looking over the daily newspaper advertisements and 
press notices of some parks, we find beautiful pictures of what is to 
be expected painted therein, but we have an idea what the public thinks 
after reading these ads and notices, and making one round of the re- 
sort, only to learn that they have been deceived, 


The managers of those parks which we hare in mind would do well 
to remember that a person fooled by advertising never forgets. And, not 
only that, the one fooled generally passes his opinion of the park to his 
friends and acquaintances, at least when there ts occasion for such dis- 
cussion. 


Nobody, of course, would deny that the real park manager has a big 
task, and a difficult one, too, in trying to please all types of people, but 
some managers don’t seem to do any More than provide a place of rest, 
forgetting that there is such a thing as diversion. 


On the other hand, there are parks which have all or most of the 
requisites of a real amusement resort, but do not publicize them in the 
right way. They take but small advertising space in the daily press, and, in 
consequence, receive but little, if any, free publicity in connection with 
the advertising. That park man is the one who simply “wonders why”. 


Many people judge a park by the size and contents of its advertising 
and publicity. And advertising and publicity nowadays must be of a 
truthful nature, or a boomerang, instead of a benefit, will result. A park 
that tries to “pull the wool over the eyes of the people” will never get 
by in these times. If the park is of the kind that will please young and 
old alike with its attractions, rides and concessions, not to forget picnic 
grounds, sheltered walks, shade and shrubbery and the best of facilities, an 
advertisement consistent with these things, in size and contents, will do 
wonders in bufiding up substantial patronage. The idea of a small ad- 
vertisement for such a park might just as well be discarded altogether. On 
the other hand, the park “without the goods”, so to speak, is making a 
grave mistake when it spends big money for advertising purposes, only 
to deceive the public. Successful park men will bear us out in this, but 
there are others who seem to be of the opposite opinion, and our sug- 
gestions are for their advice, and acceptance, if they wish to forge ahead in- 
stead of continuing in the same old rut,

The boats will be operated by a sub- 
sidiary company just organized and in- 
corporated, the Michigan Navigation 
Company, capitalized at $5,000. Fred W. 
Pearce, Peter .\H. Sayer and L. C. Addison, 
all of Detroit, are principal stockholders 
of the new concern.

Looking Back 


Director American Museum of 
Public Recreation 


In Frank Buckland’s Curiosities of 
Natural History, 1878, now in the library 
of the American Museum of Public 
Recreation, Coney Island, we read: 


“Chunir, the elephant that was so 
barbarously murdered, was mad, but he 
was mad with the toothache. If there 
had been a ‘Bartlett’ in charge of him 
Chunir would never, I feel convinced, 
have been shot; for he would have found 
soMe means or other, probably by mak- 
ing an incision down to the root of the 
diseased tusk, of relieving the intense 
pain that poor brute must have suffered. 

“Chunir was exhibited in 1810 at 
Covent Garden Theater as the biggest 
animal in Europe, and in 1820 had 
reached a height of 10 feet and a weight 
of five tons, but soon after the poor 
elephant ‘went mad’, and his execution 
will be an everlasting disgrace to those 
who had anything to do with it. An 
eye witness gives this authentic account: 


“‘I was at the gunsmith’s, Stevens, of 
Halborn, when Mr. Herring came in to 
borrow rifles to shoot the elephant. In 
a very few minutes I had selected the 
rifles, cast the balls, and we were on the 
way to Exeter Change. We arrived there 
and found the greatest confusion; beast 
and birds were in uproar, Mr. Crdss was 
much vexed with his coming loss and 
Mrs. Cross in tears. 


“*T was in those days a steady rifle 
shot, and in my conceit and ignorance 
intended to kill the poor brute with 
our first fire. Mr. Brooks had tried the 
poisons and by his direction we fired 
into a crease rather below the blade 
bone. I expected to sec him fall; instead 
of which he made a sharp hissing noise 
and struck heavily at us with his trunk 
and struggled much to come after us. 
After firing about six shots more the 
soldiers came from Sommerset House; 
they had but three cartridges, each man. 
The murderous assa: it was at length 
closing; the noble brute seated himself on 
his haunches; he then adjusted his 
trunk and ceased to live, the only 
peaceful one among us cruel wretches.’”

Lee, a member of the Milwaukee Press

Amusement Park here, to direct the 
publicity for their interests in Wiscon- 
sin, which include shows, rides and con- 
cessions at Fair Park; riding devices at 
Muskegon Beach and the Cardinal Ball- 
room, Milwaukee. 

Lee, known locally as “Publicity Lee” 
has been in the newspaper and advertis- 
ing business for 19 years, spending many 
of these years with circus and road-show 
enterprises.

Fair-sized crowds on hand 
despite rainy weather — 
augmented parking space 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 10.,—Featuring 
the earliest opening in its history, the 
Oaks Amusement Park's 1930 season of- 
ficially began here last Saturday. Park 
and gladway (as the amusement ave- 
nue is known) never looked finer, and, 
despite rain and frost-like chill, fair- 
sized crowds were on hand both Satur- 
day and Sunday. Edward H_ Bollinger, 
on the park staff since the 1905 pre- 
miere, is again directing manager. 

Among the many changes initiated 
with the opening is the greatly aug- 
mented parking space. This was “re- 
claimed” by dismantling the chutes, fill- 
ing in the huge pond via a river dredge, 
and tearing down the Oaks auditorium, 
a structure built in 1910 yet unused for 
stage performances since Ed Armstrong, 
producer, closed at the Oaks in 1922. 
Badly needed space is thus available, 
tho both the chutes and auditorium 
teemed with “memories of the yester- 
vears”. 

In general a more compact resort than 
last season is on dress parade this sum- 
mer. Rides include Zip, Scenic Railway, 
Old Mill, Dodgem, Carousel, Custer cars, 
forry Mixup, Twin Miniature Trains, 
two Ferris wheels and two Seaplane 
Whirls. Concessions are varied and 
many have changed hands. Ira Shellen- 
berger controls the Bagdad race, Ken- 
tucky Derby, cigar stand and fun house. 
Al Rogers has taken over whoopee race, 
fishpond, milk bottles, popgun store and 
darts E. Jacks, 8l-year-old showman, 
iain has his dime musee. M. Kippes, 
well-known Portland hotel man, has 
taken over the cafeteria. Nelson Don- 
nelly branches out as rink caterer for the 
season. He has operated refreshment 
stands in the Oaks for 20 years. Manager 
Rollinger is directly in charge at the 
park's large rink. Robert Bollinger, his 
son, is assisting. He also is one of 
showdom's youngest magnates, being 
sole owner of the two Ferris wheels, 
Baby Seaplane and Miniature Train sys- 
tem. Picnic grounds, too, have been aug- 
mented and kitchenette service is sup- 
plied gratis. Rhesus monkeys are the 
only fur-bearing animals exhibited 
as yet 

Manager Bollinger announces a similar 
operating policy to that in effect last 
season. Rube Shaw, manager of the 
Shaw Amusement Service in Portland, is 
again booking all acts. From four to 
six are offered on each program. Shows 
are offered only on Saturdays and Sun- 
days, twice daily, until May 30. Then 
seven-day-a-week bills will be sponsored. 
Only piano accompaniment is being 
used for the first few weeks. The open- 
ing bill, May 3-4, scored with a bang. 
Featured was the Lola Lamond Revue, 
a sextet from the Capitol Theater here 
Harry Lewis, magician; Mlle. Alberta. 
ventriloquist, and Allison and Grant, 
banjoists, furnished variety which as 
routined with the revue became a “unit 
idea” All rides and concessions operate 
afternoon and night till September.

Prospective operators of sales agencies 
are being given demonstrations in & 
studio fitted up adjoining Woods’ offices 
in the Eltinge Theater Building. Woods 
will devote the entire summer to the 
proposition. 

It is planned to put out the devices 
in atmospheric dress, the design of these 
depending on the requirements of the 
operators They will take up an approxi- 
mate space of six by two and a half 
feet. The subject will sit for four poses, 
these being combined in the finished 
product in a composite image framed in 
a neat leatheroid case. By easy pressure 
applied to both sides of the frame the 
portrait subject is revealed in the va- 
rious poses, giving the illusion of feature 
and head movements.

Fair Breaks and Fair Shakes

S A stickler for “clean miiways” one has to doff his hat to Nor- 

man Y. Chambliss, secretary of the Rocky Mount Fair. Con- 

cessionaires of the “no-chance tribe” are as welcome on this 
North Carolina fairgrounds as thieves are in a home. Chambliss is 
appreciative of the fact that carnivals are mo more dependent upon 
fairs than fairs are dependent upon carnivals. He does not claim that 
the only trouble with Virginia and North Carolina fairs is the class 
of carnivals permitted to operate on the lots. Observations have led 
him to believe that fairs in that section, as a general rule, are not 
increasing in popularity. He realizes that good roads have made most 
of the fairs night exhibitions, and he further realizes that there are 
many causes for fair attendance decrease. However, he is frank to 
admit that, in his judgment, the greatest drawback in Virginia and 
North Carolina is the class of concessions operated. He is 100 per 
cent in favor of legitimate merchandise wheels and games of skill, 
but despises those “joints” of the no-chance variety. 


Another thing that gets under the skin of Chambliss is to have 
some carnival owner or manuger blame the secretary for the high prices 
charged for carnival privileges, and that in order to meet these figures the 
“worst” has to be resorted to. There are things in common between 
the carnival man and the fair man, Chambliss argues. One can help 
the other. “Carnival fellows, as good fellows as they are,” says Cham- 
bliss, “do things to cause their own downfall. They offer the fair secre- 
tary a certain amount of money for a fair, then their competitors find 
out their bid and the ‘sky is the limit’. Who then is at fault? The 
carnival man, mcst assuredly. I do not know of an secretary in Vtr- 
ginia or North Carolina who is so ignorant as not to accept the highest 
amount offered for his fair, and still I do not kvow of any carnival 
man who is so ignorant that he will not try to get the fairs for the 
cheapest amount of money. When a carnival man makes a proposition 
to a fair secretary why doesn’t he offer what the fair is worth and no 
more? Some get the fairs as cheaply as they can and then try to get 
away with ‘all they can’, In some instances I have reason io believe that 
carnival heads were right in with the concessionaire. The quicker the 
fair secretary says to the carnival man ‘you can operate nothing but 
legitimate concessions,’ the quicker that fair is going to improve in 
popularity and attendance.”

Governor 
Myers Y. Cooper while at our fair last 
year asked: ‘Where do you get the dis- 
plays such as vour cattle, swine and 
farm products?’ To which we answered 
we are open to the world; there are no 
entry fees.”

Current Reflections

NE of those part-scolding, as a whole, sort of “knocking” feature 

magazine-section articles (copyright by “Public Ledger”), re- 

garding carnivals, accompanied by a large and some small cuts 
(concessions, also a Gypsy holding an aged man's hand), appeared in 
city newspaper Sunday editions May 4. The writer has seen several 
of them. It was credited: “By Carleton Collins”. 


One of the impressions in print was that there “are not more than 
a dozen cities of any size left in the United States that permit carnivals 
to operate unrestricted.” This followed an assertion that each season sees 
more cities closing their gates to the carnival, etc. Regarding this, there 
is wide scope to the term “unrestricted’”—no business is operated really 
unrestricted—but, a majority of the reading public does not analyze that 
closely; at this writing, carnivals, large and small, are exhibiting INSIDE 
corporate limits of cities in practically every section of the United States. 
True, hampering restrictions have been placed against carnivals at many 
cities, but, far more caused by OTHER-BUSINESS OPPOSITION than the 
carnivals themselves—because of the local MASSES literally flocking to 
the midways, as IS their liberty! As customary with like articles, there 
was a boost for other branches of entertainment, including that baseball! 
has its guiding head, also the motion picture industry, to keep its name 
unblemished before the public, and the circus magnates were said to have 
years ago driven away the crooks, uo went to carnivals. Evidently the 
writer of the article hasn’t kept close tab on ALL conditions. It stated, 
however, that carnival managers continue right along, trusting to luck 
that something will turn up to guard them and their interests—in which 
it was ABSOLUTELY correct! 


It estimated that the annual gross receipts of carnivals has been about 
$50,000,000 (incidentally, that would show that the PUBLIC surely 
patronizes carnivals). It could have further informed that about 90 
per cent of the total gross was PAID OUT by the carnivals for equipment 
and operating expenses (spent with local merchants and other business 
institutions) and for the daily needs of attaches; also carnival folk being 
liberal spenders, by far a greater portion of the remaining 10 per cent 
went into regular trade channéls during winters—living expenses, clothing, 
wardrobe and new and additional equipment. 


Incidentally to the foregoing “could have further stated”, should the 
credited writer of the newspaper article be the same Carleton Collins who 
was formerly a “director of public relations” with some large carnivals, of 
late in newspaper work, following are some verbatim quotations from ar- 
ticles uhiich appeared in “The Billtoard”, written by that Carelton Collins, 
over his name, and never questioned: 


On page 84, April 17, 1926 issue, the composition included: “Bristol, 
Tenn., April 8—The Nat Reiss Shows, playing a terrible bloomer last week in 
Johnson City, spent with the hotels, merchants and business men of that 
city, $5,393.43. This sum was cgainst gross rece'nts of 25 paid attractions 
of $2,618.80. Thus the showfolks spent $2,77463 more than they ‘took in’, 
and the amount spent does not include the salary list of the office, nor 
does it include any money spent except with townspeople.” On page 84, 
May 1, 1926 issue, the composition included: “Williamson, W. Va., April 
21—. . The expenditures of the shows and attaches at Bluefield 
amounted to $6,469.80, and a story in The Sunday Telegraph there called 
attention to the fact that this amount entirely offset the age-old propa- 
ganda of ‘taking all the money out of town’” However, should the writer 
of the above-mentioned syndicated article be the same Carleton Collins 
of former carnival affiliations, there may have been some “blue-penciling” 
of his copy ere it reached print, causing less detailed mention of carni- 
vals’ expenditures in proportion to their gross receipts. 


Carnival managers CERTAINLY DO need some sort of a mutual wel- 
fare organizition to PROTECT THEIR INTERESTS!

“We paid license in Marion of $100 a 
day and here in Muncie 8750 for the 


week. Last year, Marion, $60 for the 
week. Last year, Muncie, $100 for the 
week.”

Bobby McLean To Skate 


At Milwaukee Exposition 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 10.—Bobby 
McLean, ice speed and exhibition cham- 
pion, will appear at the second annual 
Milwaukee Sentinel Outdoor Life Exposi- 
tion, May 14-18, in the Auditorium. 
Booked for two appearances, McLean will 
perform on Governor's Day, May 17, as 
a feature attraction of the program to 
be offered when Governor Kohler and 
State and local officials are guests of 
honor. He will give figure and fancy 
skating. 

The famous ice skater will give his 
exhibitions on a large platform built 
near the center of the main arena and 
adjacent to the 60-foot indoor tank, 
where aquatic events will take place. 
His “rink” will be a “chemical floor”, a 
special fabric covering which will be 
stretched over the platform. 


Davidson Tells of His Records 


Harley Davidson, who is in Seattle, 
Wash., trying to line up a six-day race, 
kicks in with a long letter, under date 
of April 29, about records established in 
years goMe by: “As a reader of The 
Billboard I have noticed from time to 
time articles about different skaters’ 
records and my name has appeared, as 
usual, in an erroneous way. After I 
changed from ice to rollers in 1904 I 
won the American speed championship 
from Al Weinberg, of Omaha and Chi- 
cago (the recognized titleholder), at 
Casino Rink, Minneapolis, Minn., in 
1905, and defeated Albert Cookson, Eng- 
lish champion, in St. Louis, at the Jai 
Alai Rink, in 1906; in 1907 won the 
supposed world’s championship at Jai 
Alai Rink, and later in the su er that 
year won the recognized world’s cham- 
pionship on the first banked track at 
Pat Harmon's Riverview Rink, Chicago, 
breaking the one and two-mile records 
both for ice and roller skates: one mile, 
2:37 1-5; two miles, 5:25 4-5; winning the 
Harmon Cup, two gold medals and the 
larger share of the $3,000 purse. I did 
not compete in the 1908 championships 
held in Pittsburgh and Ollie Moore was 
credited with the title. I challenged 
him and we met at the Minneapolis 
Casino Rink same year and I won all 
five races. Went to England for the 
International World's Championship at 
Olympia Rink and won from 100 skaters 
from all parts of the world, defeating 
Moore again. Moore was not satisfied 
while over there, so I raced him in 
three different tournaments’ at Earl's 
Court, London; Agricultura] Hall, Nor- 
wich, and Palace Rink, Manchester, Eng., 
and won in all those places. Came back 
home in 1910 and met the pick of the 
U..S. skaters at Music Hall, Cincinnati, 
for The Billboard Cup and $1,000 purse 
and won that event. No real champion- 
ship races in 1911, but in 1912 I won 
the world’s championship at Riverview 
Rink, Milwaukee, defeating Cioni, Mar- 
tin, Carey and others. We started some 
races at St. Louis that same year (1912), 
but the St. Louis skaters did everything 
but run us out of the rink to win, so 
all the out-of-town skaters quit. Went 
to Australia from Milwaukee and stayed 
1912, "13 and ‘14. Started in 33 races, 
Scratch and handicap, and won all. 
Arrived back home in November, 1914, 
and competed in 24-hour race on a 
banked track at old Madison Square, 
but did not know until I arrived there 
from California that it was a team race 
of two men and they just linked my 
name with Freddie Terrill, of Chicago, 
a one-half-mile sprinter, and we hadn't 
gone two hours before I knew that I had 
all the work to do and was not in shape 
(no one to compete with in Australia 
for three years and took on lots of 
Weight) for it, but as it was We were in 
the front bunch for 1944 hours. I had 
to do about 13 hours of that grind and 
then lose my partner and drop out, We 
gathered up a crowd of the racers after 
the race and barnstormed around the 
East. Returned to ice winter 1915-'16, 
and with a week's training in 1928, at 
Kansas City, Mo., won a two-mile relay 
team, roller race against four of the best 
skaters, then back to ice skating again. 
Suusmer i929 competed in the six-day 
race at Madison Square Garden with a 
team of all ice skaters who just learned

rollers in Minneapolis—Bill Oddson, 17 
years; Everett McGowan, 27 years, and 
Harley Davidson, 57 years—and we were 
supposed to be pitted against the cream 
of the roller-skating speeders who did 
nothing else year after year. The team 
announced as winner, it was found on 
rechecking its mileage, did not win, and 
that gave us second place. So that’s 
that. As to the records that have been 
made, I know for a certainty that half 
of them have been done on tracks not a 
full 5,280 feet, or one mile. At the re- 
cent meet at the Stadium, Chicago, they 
skated 85 laps to 10 miles when it 
should have been 89 laps, and that was 
the same way Pat Harmon did at his 
Riverview Rink in 1907-'08-'09 records of 
one-half mile in 1 minute, 11 seconds. 
Impossible; but there are any number 
of rink men who never measure their 
tracks, and if they do and don’t get 
records they shorten the track so they 
can. I have skated on them and I know 
from the time I made that I or anyone 
else could never make a full mile in the 
time I made. You can tell the world of 
roller skaters that they have to go 
faster than they are going to skate a 
mile on a 16, 17 or 18-lap track to beat 
2:55—a full mile, 5,280 feet, measured 
18 inches from the pole all the way 
around the track and track flat. Moore 
never won the title from me as stated 
in your April 26 issue. As far as Wil- 
fred Stoutenberg, of San Francisco, is 
concerned, yes, he beat me; so did Rod- 
ney Peters, but how? Anyone can do it 
that way.” 


Rink at Playland, Rye, N. Y.. 
Draws Opening Crowd of 1,250 


RYE, N. Y., May 10.—What is believed 
to have been a high mark for attendance 
at the opening of a summer rink in 
New York State in years, was established 
on Thursday night of last weck when ap- 
proximately 1,250 people took to the rol- 
lers at the season's opening at Playland 
Roller Skating Rink in Playland Park 
here. The rink is under the general 
management of George Taylor, with 
James J, Fitzgerald as assistant. It is of 
the open-air type and measures 150 by 
110 feet. The daily skating sessions are 
from 2 to 5 p.m. and 7 to 1l p.m. B. 
Neal is the floor manager, and there is a 
staff of seven instructors and five skate 
boys. 

The Casino Roller Rink, Syracuse, of 
which Taylor is also general manager, is 
closed unti® after Labor Day. 


Cyclonic Duo Plays Repeat 


The Cyclonic Duo last week played a 
second engagement at the South Shore 
Rollerway, Wollaston Beach, Quincy, 
Mass., and, according to Earl L. Wood- 
ward, member of the duo, the act re- 
ceived a big welcome and went over with 
a bang. “It was one of the largest crowds 
at the rink this season—475 skaters and 
250 spectators—and they sure did ap- 
preciate this type of professional act,” 
writes Woodward. “I also want to say 
that this rink is one of the largest and 
best in New England. Its skating surface 
is 220 by 110. The rink is owned and 
operated by Richard P. Lourie, a well- 
known New England professional speed 
and fancy skater, who is capable of 
holding his own with the best of them. 
The type of crowd that visits this rink 
is entirely different from the average 
crowd that skates. Ninety per cent are 
either high-school pupils or office help, 
with two-thirds girls. The rink is 


equipped with 750 pairs of Chicago roller 
skates, has a complete skate room 
equipment and a large Artizan organ, 
along with Westinghouse horns, but the 
skaters seem to want the organ. Lourie 
does not spare expense in getting attrac- 
tions for his rink if they are of merit. 
His featured nights are Tuesday, known 
as lucky number night, when he gives 
away $20 in gold to three persons; 
Thursday, ladies’ night (all girls attend- 
ing the Monday or Wednesday evening 
session receive a free ticket for this night 
and it sure draws the boys), and Friday, 
racing night, with several local amateur 
and pro. races, a good draw card, as Lourie 
pays good money to the winners.” 


Maritime Provinces Report 
Big Rink Season; Outdoor Off 


FAIRVILLE, N. B., May 10.—A record 
for -late ice skating was established at 
the Arena, Summerside, P. E. I, when 
on April 25 the rink was open for busi- 
ness and about 500 persons skated dur- 
ing the afternoon and night.

With the death of Charles Gil- 
pin May 6 at his home in Eldrid 
Park, near Trenton, N. J., there 
passed an outstanding figure in 
the American theater and the 
greatest Negro actor this country 
has ever produced. Gilpin, who 
was best known for his sensational 


hit in the title role of Eugene 
O'Neill's Emperor Jones, the 
Provincetown Playhouse produc- 
tion in New York, in 1920, was 
compe'led to leave a road produc- 
tion of that play in June, 1929, 
his voice having fat'ed. He was 


broken in health when he retired 
from the stage. 

Born in Richmond, Va., 51 years 
ago, he obtained a fairly good 
education at the Franciscan Sis- 
ters’ School for Colored People 
where he was taught the rudi- 
ments of elocution. He worked 
as a barber and a printer before 
taking to the stage as a song-and- 
dance man, being naturally en- 
dowed with the rich, resonant 
voice that subsequently served 
him so well in legitimate drama 
In 1921 Gilpin was one of the 10 
persons honored by the Drama 
League for foremost contributions 
to dramatic art during the year 
His first dramatic success was in 
| the role of William Curtis in 

Drinkwater’s Abraham Lincoln. 
He wrote a number of plays, none 
of which won more than moderate 
success; appeared in motion pic- 
tures and made many phonograph 
records. He is survived by his 
wife, whose stage name is Alice 
Bynum, and one son, Paul W. Gil- 
pin, of Phiiadelphia.
